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THE NEW CONGRESS MEETS | 


A DELAY IN THE ORGANIZATION 

° OF THE HOUSE. 

CARLISLE ELECTED SFEAKER — KEIFER’S 
VOTE—THE MISSISSIPPI CONTEST PRE- 
VENTS ORGANIZATION. 

Wasuinoton, Dec, 3.—The Forty-eighth 
Congress has met and begun to organize, but 
at the very outset it has stumbled upon the 
Mississippi contest between Chalmers ana 


-Manning, and the House adjourned to-day 


after it had elected a Speaker, but before it 
had provided itself with a Clerk and other 
officers or sent a committee to the 
President to inform him _ that it 
was ready to receive his message. 
There were the usual opening scenes, An im- 
mense crowd was present, filling up the lob- 
bies, the stairways, the entrances and exits. 
When the galleries were onened, there was a 
tremendous rush for seats, Ten minutes 
after the opening of the gallery doors. 
the long rows of seats were packed, and 
hundreds of people who had come too late 
struggled ineffectually outside the doors in the 
effort to squeeze in and obtain a place from 
which to see the opening ceremonies. Those 
who did gain seats saw the old semicircular 
arrangement of members enlarged, spread out 
on each side of the hall, and saw, also, that the 
desks had new baize covers and that a bright 
and handsome carpet had been laid upon the 
floor. The attendance of members was large, 
fuller on the Democratic than on the Repub- 
lican side. Conspicuous among the Demo- 
crats, as he sat near the centre about 
half way up from the front row 
of seats, was the towering figure of 
Mr. Dorsheimer, of New-York, the most im- 
pressive man in appearance on that side of the 
House. Mr. Cox sat in his old seat, just in 
front of Mr. Dorsheimer, and the leading 
Democrats who had _ served in_ for 
mer Houses—Messrs. Morrison, Holman, 
Springer, Tucker, Blackburn, Randall, 


and Carlisle—strolled about shaking hands 
with old friends and chatting freely. There 
were few old faces missing on the Democratic 
side. Onthe Republican side, the ample form 
of Mr. Robeson had disappeared and his place 
had been taken by Mr. Ferrill, a quiet busi- 
ness man of slender physique and protectionist 
proclivities. The robust figure of Mr. 
Page, too, who had been swept out of 
Congressional life by the tidal wave 
in California, was missed. Judge Kelley, the 
veteran of the House, was in his usual seat, 
looking much better than he has appeared for 
years. The most popular man on the Republi- 
can side was Governor-elect George D. Kobin- 
son, of Massachusetts. He was congratulated 
by old and new members upon his victory 
over Butler, at the same time that he was 
compelled. to listen to regrets that he should 
be compelled to withdraw from the House. 
These regrets were undoubtedly sincere, for 
Mr. Robinson’s industry, watchfulness, earn- 
estness, and good sense have won for him the 
confidence and admiration, not only of his 
party associates, but of his Democratic oppo- 
nents. Of floral gifts for members there was an 
abundance. The largest and most gorgeous 
of these gifts was a great mat containing 
the letters in monogram of the name of Mr. 
Barbour, of Virginia. This glowing tribute 
was set up so that it could be seen from the Re- 
publican side, and read by Mr. John 8S. Wise, 
the Readjuster Congressman at Large, who 
had taken a seat and afterward voted with the 
Republicans, a3 his colieagues of the Readjuster 
faith also did. 

At 12 o'clock Clerk McPherson rapped to 
call the new Congress to order. There wasa 
rojll cail to ascertain the number of members 
present and then another to enable mem- 
bers to vote upon nominations for 
Speaker. Mr. Geddes, of Ohio, named 
Jobn G. Carlisle for the Democrats, with the 
statement that the candidate was ‘‘a man of 
acknowledged eminent qualifications for the 
jlace.” Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, named Gen. 
Keiter for the Republicans, but did not ven- 
ture to make any complimentary. allusions. 
All expectation of a strong opposition 
to Keifer had by this time been dis- 
sipated., Several of the leading Re- 

ublicans had been exerting themselves 
in Keifer’s behalf, urging their party associ- 
ates not to begin the session by a fight on his 
account. Keifer himself stood in his place, 
evidently anxious and exhibiting his anxiety 
very plainly. Mr. . of Massachusetts, 
nominated George D. Robinson, and then 
the voting proceeded. All the Democrats 
wheeled into line for Mr. Carlisle. Mr. Lyman, 
of Massachusetts, and Mr. James, of New- 
York, voted for Robinson. Mr, York, of 
North Carolina, voted for John S. Wise, of 
Virginia. Col. Ochiltree, the Independent 
Republican member from Texas, voted 
for Mr. Wadsworth, of New-York, as 
he has declared he would to _ ail 
persons who asked the name of his 
candidate. The five Readjuster members voted 
for the Republican caucus candidate, The re- 
sult having been announced as 191 votes for 
Carlisle, 112 for Keifer, 2 for Robinson, 1 
for Wise, 1 for Lacey, of Michigan, and 1 
for Wadsworth, Mr. Carlisle was declared 
to be duly elected Speaker of the 
Forty-eighth Congress, and was escorted to 
the chair by Messrs, Kandall and Keifer. The 
cath was administered to the new Speaker 
by Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania. His speech, 
upon taking the gavel, was listened to with 
marked attention. and was warmly applauded 
by both sides of the House. It was as follows: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE House OF REPRESENTATIVES: 
I thank you sincerely for the bizgi honor conferred 
upon me by the yote just taken. To be chosen 
from the membership of a great body like this to 
preside over its deliberations is a distinction upon 
which any citizen might properly congratulate 
himself, and I assure you that your kindness 
and partiality are fully appreciated. At 
the same time I[ realize the fact that 
the position to which you have as- 
signed me is one of very great labor 
aud ressonsibility, and, while profoundly grateful 
to you for this manifestation of your confidence, I 
shall enter ap the discharge of its duties with a 
serious distrust of my capacity to meet in an 
acceptable manner the requirements of this office. 
I promise’ you, however, to devote to your 
service all the zeal and ail the ability uf which 
I am _ possessed. Gentlemen, the muinte- 
pance of order on the floor is essenti«l— 
absolutely essential—to the intelligent and system- 
atic traneactionj of public business, and I 
earnestly invoke your assistance in the enforce- 
ment of the rales adopted for the government of 
our proceedings. The large addition to the mem- 
bership of the House resuiting from the late appor- 
tionment of Representatives makes this duty 
even more difficult than ft has been before, 
and without your cordial co-operation and 
support I cannot reasonably hope evenly to 
discharge the ordinary daily duties of this 
office. That you will cheerfully co-operate with 
me in every proper effort to preserve order and to 
facilitate the business of legislation I have no 
doubt. But, gentiemen, I shall ask something 
more of you than mere co-operation in the dis- 
charge of my duty, Assuring you of my earnest 
desire at all times to be just apd impar- 
tial, still I cannot expect to avoid mis- 
taxes, and shall be compelled, therefore, 
frequently, po doubt, torely on the friendiy for- 
beerance of gentiomen on both sides of the House. 
I am sure, gentlemen, that all matters of legisie- 
tion presented during the Congress will receive 
from you euch careful consideration as 
magnitude and character of the 
involved require, and that your 
upon them will be wise, conservative, 
patriotic. Suaden and radical changes in 
the Jaws avd regulations affecting the 
commercial and industrial interests of the people 
ought never to be made unless imperatively de- 
manded by some public emergency; and in my 
opinion, under existing | circumstances, such 
changes would not be favorably received by 
any considerable number of those who 
have given serious attention to the sub 
ject. [Appvlause.} Many reforms are uudoubted- 
jy neocssary, and it will be your duty, after 
a careful examination of the whole subject in all 
ite bearings, to decide how far they should extend 
ané when and io what manner they should be made. 
{Applaase. } If there be any who fear that your 
netion on this or any other subject will actually be 
injurious to any interest, or even afford reasou- 
abie cause for alarm, I am quite sure that 
they will be agreeebly disappointed. [Applause.] 
What the country has a rignt to expect is strict 
economy in the administration of every depart- 
ment of the Government, just and equal taxation 
for public purposes, a faithful observance of the 
limitations of the Constitution, and 4 scrupulous 
regard tor the rights and interests of the great 
body of the people, in order that they 
may be protected, as far as Concress has 
power to protect them.against encroachments from 
avery direction. Whatever can be done under the

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circumstances surrounding us to meet this ex- 
pectation ought to be done, in my judgment. But, 
gentlemen, without detaining you further, I am 
ready to take the oath of office prescribed by the 
Constitution and the laws, and proceed to the 
complete organization of the House. [Applause.] 

The swearing in of members in groups, in- 
cluding the members from each State, was 
then proceeded with. The Northern and East- 
ern members-elect took the iron-clad oath, 
while the Southern members were accepted 
upon the modified oath. The Republicans of- 
fered opposition to the proposition to swear in 
Mr. Van H. Manning as the Representative 
from the Second Mississippi District, and 
while operating under the previous question 
the House adjourned until to-morrow. 

A caucus of the Republicans of the Senate 
will be held to-morrow morning, when it is 
gee that a plan of reorganization will 

e adopted. The friends of Mr. George U. 
Gorham are confident that he will be 
made the caucus candidate for Secre- 
tary, and that the opposition heretofore 
made to his election will be abandoned. 
Among some of the Senators, however, there 
is stilla strong disposition to defeat him and 
to take another candidate. It remains to be 
seen whether the opposition will develop 
or whether the resistance to Gorham 
will be wiped out as that against Kei- 
fer was. While Senators Mahone and 
Riddleberger will not participate in the cau- 
cus, it is admitted by their friends that they 
will abide by its action and vote for the slate 
agreed upon by the Republicans. There 
seems to he no_ opposition to the 
nomination of James Young, row chief clerk 
of the Department of Justice, for Clerk of the 
Senate. Mr. W. P. Canaday, of North Caro- 
lina, is believed to bea strong candidate for 
the office of Sergeant-at-Arms, to which Col. 
George W. Hooker 1s also un aspirant. 

ORES OY Ea 
THE SENATE ORGANIZED, 
SWEARING IN NEW AND RE-ELECTED SENA- 
ATORS—MANY FLORAL COMPLIMENTS. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 3.—With the excep- 
tion of the diplomatic gallery, which had no 
occupants, the galleries of the Senate Cham- 
ber were filled, although not crowded, some 
time before the hour of 12. The occupants 
spent their time chatting with friends, pointing 
out to one another the distinguished statesmen 
who were stirring about on the floor below, 
and admiring the beautiful floral displays ex- 
hibited on several of the Senatoria! desks, ‘ An 
elegant basket of cut flowers graced the desk 
of the President pro tem., but the display at- 
tracting the most attention was on Sen- 
ator Lapham’s desk, which was covered 


with pretty designs in many colored 
flowers, On Senator Mahone’s desk, to the 
right of the New-York Senator, was placeda 
long floralsword. Senators Logan, Voorhees, 
Van Wyck, Maxey, Camden, Riddleberger, 
Harris, Ingalls, Blair, Ransom, and others, 
were also remembered by their friends with 
handsome bouquets and baskets. The 
grave and elderly Senators were ap- 
parently as happy as schoolboys and 
each had a hearty grip and a warm greet- 
ing for every one of his colleagues. Secretary 
Teller went around shaking hands with new 
and old Senators, and had settled down to a 
chat with Senator Logan when the hour of 
noon was marked by the Senate clock, which 
keeps the old time, and the gavel of the Presi- 
dent pro tem. fell with a gentle whack on his 
desk. Within 10 seconds the room was quiet. 

The first four minutes of the opening session 
of the Senate were occupied by Chaplain Bul- 
lock in a fervent prayer that the Senators 
might be endowed with wisdom from on 
high. Then the credentials of Senators Beck, 
of Kentucky, Palmer, of Michigan, and Pike, 
of New-Hampsbire, were presented and read, 
and the oath was administered to all the 
new or re-elected Senators by Mr. Edmunds. 
The first group included Messrs. Beck, of Ken- 
tucky; Bowen, of Colorado; Cullom, ot IIli- 
nois, and Frye, of Maine. The first one to at- 
tach his signature to the oath was Senator 
Cullom, who was followed by Mr. Beck. 
Among those in the second group who 
took the oath were Senators Hoar, of 
Massachusetts; McPherson, of New-Jer- 
sey; Manderson, of Nebraska; Palmer, of 
Michigan, and Pike, of New-Hampshire. They 
were followed by Messrs, Plumb, of Kansas; 
Garland, of Arkansas; Saulsbury, of Dela- 
ware; Wilson, of Iowa; Butler, of 
South Carolina; Colquitt, of Georgia: 
Harris, of Tennessee; Gibson, of Louis- 
iana; Lamar, of Mississippi; Morgan, of 
Alabama; Ransom, of North Carolina: 
Kenna, of West Virginia; Coke, of Texas, 
and Riddleberger, of Virginia. The latter 
was escorted to the President’s desk by his 
fellow-Keadjuster, Mahone, and he was the 
—e thosesworn in to-day who signed the 
oath, 

The first resolution offered was by Senator 
Ingalls, of Kansas, who wished to have the 
House informed that a quorum of Senators 
were on hand ready to transact business, Sen- 
ator Sherman, of Ohio, was the next one rec- 
ognized by the President, and he offered the 
usual resolution that word be taken to the 
Presideut of the United States that 
the Senate was in session and readv 
to receive any communication he might 
have to make. Messrs. Sherman and Bayard 
were charged with the performance of this 
important mission. Senator Hoar suggested 
a recess until 1:30, the Senate having been in 
session just halfan hour. His suggestion was 
promptly acted upon, and the Senate Chamber 
was soon empty. At1:30 less than a dozen 
Senators were in their seats, and a further re- 
cess was taken until 3 o’clock. At that hour 
Senator Ingalis moved that an adjournment 
be taken, and his motion prevailed.

DISAPPOINTMENT IN VIRGINA, 

RicuMonpD, Va., Dec. 3.—There is some dis- 
appointment among the Democratic protectionists 
of this State at the election of Mr. Carlisle as 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. The 
general sentiment all over this State favored Ran- 
dall’s claim to that position, In the contest in this 
State this year the Democrats worked in harmony 
for the defeat of Mahone, regardless of their views 
on the tariff question. After the election it was 
the almost universal desire in the sections of the 
State where the people favored protection that Mr. 

Randall should be made Speaker. All of the Rep- 
resentatives for this State except Mr. Tucker felt 
in that way committed to eupport a candidate 
whose views on the tariff question fully accorded 
with those of their constituents.

& Klien, of Amsterdam, is more serious than was 
at first supposed. The liabilities are said to be in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. The assets cannot 
be determined until an inventory shall have 
been taken by the Assignees. The in- 
debtedness includes $76,000 in mortgages on

LONG ISLAND WiNS7HE ODD FIGHT 


A COCKING MAIN OF FIVE BATTLES WITH 
NEW-JERSEY BIRDS. 

MatTawav, N. J., Dec. 3.—While most of the 
respectable citizens of Monmouth were returning 
from their devotions Jast night a motley crowd of 
muffled men were wending their way toa resort 
not many yards from Cheesequake Creek, which 
divides Monmouth and Middlesex Counties, near 
South Amboy. The cause of this excursion 
was to witness a cocking main between birds 
from Long Island and New-Jersey, and the ex- 


cursionists were lovers of this kind of sport 
from Brooklyn and the neighboring towns in this 
vicinity. The match was for $50 on each battle, 
and $250 on the main. It wasnearly midnight be- 
fore the fights commenced, there being a pro- 
longed dispute over the selection of judges and 
referee. A well-known politician from Brooklyn 
handied the Long Island birds, and a pigeon- 
shooter of some local note had the case of the New- 
Jersey birda. A liquor-dealer from Brooklyn was 
finaily agreed upon as referee. In the first battle 
New-Jersey presented a brown red weighing 4 
pounds and 15 ounces. Long Island had a_ brass 
back from Brooklyn of the same weight. It was 
the best-fought battle of the main, the brass back 
not finising his opponent until after 13 minutes of 
a gamely fought battle, in whieh both sides 
showed great pluck and endurance. For the sec- 
ond battle New-Jersey put up a heavy black-red, 
weighing 4 pounds and 15 ounces, from South Am- 
boy, while Long Island opposed him with a brown 
red, with a white-feathered tail, from Flatbush, 
weiching 4 pounds and 12 ounces. After six min- 
utes’ lively fighting the white-tatied bird killed his 
opponent, making the second dead bird in Long 
Island's favor. 

Big odds were now offered by the backers of the 
Long Island cocks, with but few takers. New- 
Jersey presented a brass-back weighing 4 pounds 
6 ounces in the next contest, Long Island having 
a dark-rea weighing 4 pounds 5 ounces. On the 
first fiy the Long Island bird had a leg broken, 
but gamely fought the New-Jersey bird until 
pierced through the brain. For the fourth 
battle New-Jersey had a white Pyle from 
Long-Branch we'ghing 4 pounds 15 ounces, 
and the visiting party a dark bird from 
South Brooklyn, weighing 4 pounds 14 ounces. 
After six minutes’ fighting the Brooklyn bird lay 
dead in the pit. The score now stood two batches 
won for each, making the betting even. The fifth 
battle, the last, was watched with much interest. 
The Jersey pu in a black red, weighing 4 pound 
15 ounces, Long Isiand placing in opposition a 
brass back, one ounce lighter, The battle was the 
longest of the main and was not finished fr 13 
minutes and 20 seconds, when the brass back killed 
its opponent, giving the battle and odd fight to the 
Long Island side, 
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DECLARING HIMSELF A MURDERER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 3, — A middle-aged 
German, of respectable appearance, was taken 
to police head-quarters this afternoon from 
Frankford, where he had declared himself to 
be a murderer. Charlies Uhl, a farm hand, 
employed at Cornwail's, Bucks County, wa8 sum- 
moned to the city, and stated at the hearing that 


he was accosted by the prisoner on the road 
tnis morning, who abruptly said to 
him: “I! have killed a girl and will be 
hung for murder.” He spoke in German. After 
making this startling declaration, he walked rap- 
idly away. Ubl dismissed tne subject as 
the utterance of a crank, until he met 
a neighbor named Louis Lournborn, 
to whom he related the incident. The latter, who 
was driving to the city, overtook the stranger and 
induced him toenter his wagon. He then drove to 
the Frankford Police Station, and delivered him 
to the police,to whom he reilerated his first state- 
ment. When arraigned at the Central Station he 
denied ever having made the declaration, and -aid 
that he knew nothing of a murder. “1 came from 
Bavaria six orseven months ago,"’ be continued, 
and have been living in Washington. He gave his 
name variously as Kolb, Culp. and Zope. The last 
is believed to te his right name, He was 
committee until an investigation of his statement 
can be made.

THE HOSTILE MOVEMENTS IN 
TONQUIN. 

OFFENSIVE OPERATIONS BY THE FRENCH 
IMMINENT—THE PROTECTION OF FOR- 
EIGNERS IN CHINA. 

Lonpon, Dec. 3.—The Paris correspondent 
of Reuter’s Telegram Company transmits a dis- 
patch from Hal-Phong, Tonquin, which states that, 
owing to the attack by the Chinese upon Hald- 
zuong, Nov. 17, astate of siege had been proclaimed 
at the latter place by Admiral Courbet. Some 
Annamite Mandarins, who have been convicted of 
connivance at the movements of bands of Chinese, 
have been arrested. The dispatch says offensive 
operations on the part of the French forces are 
imminent, and that the heaith of the troops is ex- 
cellent, 

Panis, Dec, 3—It is stated that the Marquis 
Tseng, the Chinese Ambassador, bas received a 


reply from the Government of China to the last 
note of Prime Minister Ferry regarding the Ton- 
quin question, 

It 18 semi-officialiy announced that England, 
Germany, America, Russia, and France will par- 
ticipate in a joint protection of thelr subjects 
and interests in China in the event of 
war between France and China. The object 
is to protect the lives and property of 
Europeans and Americans in theevent of the re- 
currence of incidents similarto the Canton trouble 
last Summer. In order to accomplish this the five 
powers would form a flotilla of gun-boats on the 
Canton River. the command of which would be 
given to the power having the largest naval force 
in Chinese waters. At the present time France 
has the greatest number of vessels there. 
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THE DISTURBERS OF IRELAND. 
O'DONNELL TO BE HANGED ON DEC, 17— 
RIOTING IN WEXFORD. 

Lonpon, Dec, 3.—The Sheriff will visit 
O'Donnell in Newgate prison to-morrow and in- 
form him that he isto be hanged on Monday, the 
17th inst. All the morning papers approve the ver- 
dict. The 7imes says: ‘It was impossible for the 
jury to arrive at any other conclusion. The evi- 
dence for the Crown was clear and abundant, 
Carey was hated and was murdered because he 
was an informer, but the fact that Carey aided the 


law in bringing other murderers to justice rendered 
his claim to protection by the Government para- 
mount. Therefore, Carey's murder was a crime 
which outraged justice in no common degree, and 
which the law was bound to avenge.” The 7eé/e- 
graph says: ‘“O’Donnell’s painful exhibition of 
violence at the end of the trial dissipated any 
doubts, if any existed, eoncerning the motives un- 
derlying his savage act.”” The Standard says: 
“There ean scarcely be a doubt raised, even in 
Ireland, concerning the justice of O’Donnell’s sen- 
tence,”’

DUBLIN, Dec, 3.—A pastoral letter from Car- 
dinal McCabe was read inthe Catholic churches 
here vesterday, It strongly denounced secret so- 
cieties, which, it said, seemed to possess a fatal 
charm for Irishmen, ending generally with a hang- 
man's rope or the infamy of an informer. 

A prominent Invincible, whois now undergoing 
penal servitude, bas offered to give important evi- 
dence against 14 men who were placed on trial 
here to-day for the murder of Mrs. Smythe, near 
Collinstown, in April, 1882, while she was driving 
home from ehurech with her brother-in-law. 

The application of the couusel of Joseph Poole 
for a new trial upon the ground that the court in 
which he was convicted of the murder of John 
Kenny was illegally constituted was refused to-day 
by the Court of Queen's Bench. 


WEXFORD, Dec. 3.—A mob here last evening 
attacked the theatre in which an evangelical ser- 
vice was being held and attempted to burn the 
building. The mob took full possession of the 
town, broke the windows of a Protestant church 
and those of nearly all the houses in the place oc- 
cupied by Protestants. The dresses of ladies who 
attended service at the church and theatre were 
torn off, and the gentiemen accompanying them 
were stoned and several of them injured severely. 
The mob paraded the streets for several hours, 
singing, ** God save Ireland!” 

Toe service at the theatre last night was being 
conducted by Major Whittle, of Chicago. The 
mob made a bonfire of all the Bibles and 
hymn-books’ that could be found. One 
Protestant gentleman was attacked and carried 
down,to the harbor, the intention of his assailants 
being to down him, but some. respectable 
Catholics interfered and saved oe 8 Another 
Protestant was chased through the streets 
and finally sought refuge at the police barracks, 
where he was toldthat the police were unable to 
protect him. Ie was seriously wounded. The po- 
lice were confined to the barracks throughout the 
riot. The victims intend to seek compensation.

THE WAR IN THE SOUDAN., 
Carro, Dec, 3,—The Kuropean population of 
Khartoum has taken refuge at Berber and the 
Egyptian Government has ordered the local chiets 
at the latter place to protect the fugitives. 
It is understood that the Egyptian Government 


has requested England to exercise its friendiy of- 
fices with the Porte to obtain permission to enlist 
recruits in Turkey for service in the Soudar. * 

Active preparations ccntinue for the feopening 
of the road to the Soudan via Suakim and Berber. 
Two battalions of troops will be dispatehed to Up- 
per Egypt, probably to Keneh, the capital of the 
Province of Keneb-Cosseir, or Esneh, 25 miles 
south of Thebes, the head-quarters of the Sennaar 
caravans. The advance will begin upon the ar- 
rival of Baker Pasha at Suakim. The force will 
comprise *,000 troops. 

A dispatch from the Austrian Consul at Khar- 
toum says that letters received from Kordofan 
announce that one-third of Hieks Pasha’s troops, 
including the English officers, were killed in the 
recent battle, and that the remaining two-thirds 
are encampted at Rahad, receiving provisions from 
Takell, and asking for reinforcements. Khartoum 
is reported to be tranquil. 

Lonpon, Dec. 4.--The Daily News’s corre- 
spondent at Cairo says: ‘‘ Dara, in Darfoor, has 
surrendered to E] Mahdi. Numerous Europeans, 
especially Greeks, are presenting themseives for 
enrollment in the corps destined for the Soudan. 
Baker Pasha had a farewell meeting with the 
gendarmes belore they started for Suakin. He 
told them that he trusted they would return vic- 
torious. The gendarmes gave three cheers for the 
Khbéaive. 


A REVOLUTIONARY PLOT IN SPAIN. 

VALENCIA, Dec. 3.—The newspaper Las Pro- 
vincias, of this city, publishes a letter from Barce- 
lona, stating that an insurrectionary plot has been 
discovered among the members of the battalion of 
rifles forming a part of the garrizon there. A 
Captain, two Lieutenants, and two Ensigns have 
been arrested and sent to Madrid. It is believed 
they belong to the Republican Military Associa- 
tion. 

LERIDA, Dec, 3.—The newspaper El Pais, of 
this city, states that. owing to rumors of a ;proba- 
ble attempt of some kind upon the French fron- 
tier, the officers of the garrison have been ordered 
to sleep in the barracks.

BERLIN, Dec. 3.—The German Foreign Office 
has issued a notification that the pprt of Foo 
Chow, China, is infeeted with cholera.

19 last by the British steam-ship Sultan, in the Ger- 
man Ocean, bas been resumed before the Maritime 
Board, Experts general.y found tault with the 
strength of the materials origivelly used in the 
con-truction of the Cimbria. According to their 
testimony it is impossibleto conceive of more use- 
less bulkheads than were those of the ill-fated 
steamer. The Imperial Commissioner adhered to 
the opinion that the collision was due to bad steer- 
ing of the Cimoria. At the same time he severely 
blamed the conduct of the Captain of the Sultan. 
He said he hoped the present proceeding would 
lead to impreved ship-buliding in various direc- 
tions.

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A MYSTERY IN NEW-HAVEN. 


THE DECOMPOSED ARM OF A MAN FOUND IN 
A TIN BOX. 

New-Haven, Conn., Dec. 3.—A sensation 
was created here late this afternoon by the an- 
nouncement that a decomposed human arm, 
apparently that of a man, had been found 
in a rusty tin chest near the lime-kiln 
in Fair Haven by a laborer who care- 
lessly opened the box. He was horror stricken 


at his discovery, and fled in haste to the precino1 
police station, whence word was sent to Medi- 
cal Examiner White, who took cearge of the 
arm. He is at present engaged in an in- 
vestigation, which will not be finishea for 
several days, and declines to be interviewed 
upon the matter, which, he says, proves 
fair to be as much of a mystery as the Jennie 
Cramer case. There is a rumor te-night that the 
arm isthe remnant of a well-to-do young farmer 
who went away from Mount Carmel last Summer, 
and has not since been seen. It 1s said he was 
murdered for his money and his body dismembered 
in the hopes of effectually concealing the crime 
and that the arm now discovered was inclosed in 
the tin onest and sunk on Winnipiac Rivour, and 
that its decomposing gases eaused the chest which 
isa tight oneto float. The missing man’s name 
was Maynard, and he was last seen on his way 
home from New-Haven. 

The tin chest was discovered three weeks ago 
last Saturday by a lad named Patrick Maroney, of 
No. 107 Poplar-street, who was plaving with his 
fellows by the river-side. They saw the float- 
ing chest and pulled it ashore and played 
with it. The hasp had_ rusted so that 
they could not getitopen. They finelly left the 
box near the lime-kiln, where it was found to-day. 
Notwithstanding the reticence of the offieials, and 
although the arm cannot be seen, it is learned from 
a trustworthy source to-night that the stump 
bas the appearance of having been cut from 
the body by some heavy instrument, such as 
an axe, and thatitissuch a mass of putrefaction 
that the examiner is unable to tell whether it is 
the arm of a white man or negro. He will resort 
to a microscopical examination of the haira onthe 
arm to ascertain this fact. Beyond a doubt it is 
the arm of a man. 
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A COMM'SSiION MERCHANT'S SUIT.

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UNDER THE ALASKA’S BOW. 


A PILOT-BOAT SUNK AND ALL HER 
CREW LOST, 

AN ACCIDENT IN A HEAVY SEA AND GALE-< 
THE NUMBER OF THE LOST BOAT NOT 
YET KNOWN. 

The fast steam-ship Alaska, of the Guion 
Line, which reached her pier from Liverpool 24 
hours late yesterday morning, ran down a pilot~ 
boat off Fire Island soon after 12 0’cloek, Sunday 
night, and sunk her, with her crew, all on board 
perishing. The particulars of the tragedy it has 
been difficult to obtain, as the stories related by 
different persons on board the Alaska are some- 
what contradictory in their details. The Captain 
of the steam-ship refuses to tell a detailed story, 
and orders were given to his crew, before port waa 
reached, to refuse any information about the af- 
fair, whereby from eight to a dozen human beings 
have lost their lives and thrown whole families 
into mourning. 

Tho Alaska, in command of Capt. George 8. 
Murray, under whose guidance she has made alk 
her fast trips, arrived about 75 miles off Fire Island 
about midnight on Sunday. A stormy sea wat 
raging, and the billows were washing heavily over 
the deck, though the night was clear, and a 
million stars gemmed the sky. The wind 
was blowing a gale from the north-west, 
and the Alaska’s course was westward 
toward the Bay, The steam-ship burned 
blue lights for a pilot, and several passengers were 
on deck, in spite of the gale, anxious to catch sight 
of the pilot—the first harbinger of land. The 
Alaska’s signals were answered by @ pilot-boat on’ 
her port side, and her engines were immediately: 
backed, full speed, to take the pilot on board, hem 
head falling off toward the approaching vessel.' 
Capt. Murray told a pilot belongiug¢o pilot-boas} 
No. 8 which is one of the vessels so far; 
unaccounted for, that the pilot-boat that answered 
his signals laid to off the port side of the Alaska 
and a yawl was lowered from the smaller boat, 
into which the pilot went to go on board the steam< 
ship. The pilot-boat, as soon as the pilot had 
left it, started across the Alaska’s bows, evi4 
dently to come around to the starboard side, 
The Alaska was moving slowly ahead, not having 
overeome her forward momentum, though her 
machinery had been reversed, and the pilot-boat, 
went under her great hulland sank with all on} 
board. The crew of the yawl, which lay on the, 
port side of the steam-ship, lost control of the boat 


in the excitement of the catastrophe, and the sew 

was running so high that she was swamped, and 

the pilot aad the men at the oars were swe 
away and drowned with their comrades on boa 

the sunken yeasel. ‘ i 

The seenes just after the accident are told by 
one passenger, who was awakened by the stopp 
of the machinery. He looked at his watch an 
found that it was 12:05 o'clock. Then he hea 
voices in excited conversation and a rush of feet o 
the deck. As he hastily drew on his clothes he hea 
the machinery spt in motion in a manner which in- 
dicated that the engines had been reversed, and 
the steamer was backing. *‘ I was not two minuteg 
in dressing myself and reaching the crowd in the 
bow on tbe upper deck,” he continued, ‘‘and yet 
the pilot-boat was out of sight beneath the waves, 
The male passengers were excitedly denouncing 
the officers and crew of our yessel. Some of them 
said that the Alaska did not ‘slow down’ whe 
the pilot-boat attempted to come alongside. It 
is customary for a steamer when taking a pilot 
on board to reduce her speed to betweenthreeand - 
four miles an hour. In this case, whether the 
officers did not see the pilot-boat in time to reduce 
the speed of the steamer sooner than they did, or 
whetber the pilot-boat tacked aud crossed the bow 
of the steamer too soon, isa matter which may. 
never be known, as the unfortunate people on 
the pilot-boat were probably all lost, and the 
statements of the officers of the steamer in that 
respect must necessgrily be biased. When a pilot- 
boat sights the steamer’s signal she runsup on the 
starboard side of the steamer and makes a circuit 
around the bow, droppiug her small boat witn the 
pilot on board on the port sideof the steamer. 
The pilot grasps a line from the steamer,! 
is nauled on board, and the pilot-boat comes 
around in the wake of the steamer, and picks up 
the smail boat. In this instance the steamer 
was moving at the rate of seven miles 
an hour, and the pilot, failing to grasp 
the line, his boat was swamped at the same 
moment that the steamer cut down the vessel.’ 
When I reached the deck the crew were laboring, 
to lower the small boats. They worked in as bung- 
ling a manner as landsmen might be expected to 
do. Whenthey wanted to cut the cords binding 
the eanvas on the boats one man cried out, * Who’a 
gotaknife?' and then there wasa hunt for one. 
After the boats were ready to be swung from the 
davits they had to attach rudders to them, and 
they had no tools with which to fasten the rudders, 
and bad to hammer them on with hand-spikes and 
anything else at hand.”’ 

The Alaska remained in the'vicinity of the col- 
lision until daylight, but when morning broke there 
were no signs of the tragedy of the night before. 

As the vessel was coming into port the passen< 
gers who had witnessed the accident spread the 
report among their fellow-passengers who bad not 
been awakened. Among these latter was Mr. 
Arthur W. Kipling, of No. 52 West Firty-sixth< 
street. He did not wake when the pilot-boat 
was run down, and knew nothing of the 
disaster until he arose in the morning. 
There was no shock at all. Mrs. Kipling 
heard agrating along the ship's side, pro bably 
froma portion of the wreek, but nothing nlore. 
Many of the passengers were up when the pilot 
boat was struck, wnioh was at 12:12 o’clock, and 
nothing else was being talked of when Mr. 
Kipling arose, A sailor said that the laup 
of the boat was dropped once, with a 
pause, and then nine times. indicatirtg 
that her number was 19. No. 19, however, ha\s 
since been heard from. It was starlight, A pum 
ber of the passengers saw the pilot-boat comin 
up. The person in command of it, according te 
the general opinion, seemed to have made a mis- 
calculation in crossing the bow of the steam-sbip, 
and did not allow enongh room. There was a dis- 
cussion among the passengers as to whetber the 
Alaska stopped her engines when the pilot-boat 
approached, which was not definitely settied. 
Some of the passengers, Mr. Kipling said, got 
it into their heads that tne Alaska did 
not do allit couid to rescue the men on the vilot 
boat. Mr. Kipling said he was satisfied the officers 
did everything in their power. The only person 
who, Mr, Kipling said, was awakened by the ship 
striking the boat was an old gentleman who had 
crossed 90 times. Little was to be ascertained on 
board, as it was understood to be contrary to the 
rule of the compauy to talk about accidents. Two 
gentlemen among the passenzers sugvested raising 
a purse by subscription for the benefit of the be- 
renaved families of the men in the pilot-boat. In 
less than an hour about $1,200 was raised among the 
120 passengers and handed over toa gentleman in 
this City, who promised to see that it was righ- 

fully bestowed. 

Assoon as it became known among the pilots 
that one of their vessels had gone down there 
was great excitement among the fraternity, and 
the Pilot Commissioner's office in Burting-slip, 
Avery's store, at the corner of Water-street, a 
great resort for ocean pilots, and the head-quar- 
tera of the New-Jersey pilots at South-street and 
Burling-slip were besieged by anxious ship- 
owners, _ pilots, and sailors. When _ it 
was found that, owing to the number of pilvt- 
boats cruising inthe vicinity it could not ‘ret be 
definitely ascertained which one had gone down, 
the anxiety was greater than ever. The .'ersey 
pilots feared at first that it was one of their ves« 
sels, but during the afternoon these were ull ac- 
counted for, and the identity of the fated 
crait lay among the New-York boats. © The 
pilot-bouts out last night were 22 in num- 
ber, and were numbered from 1 to 2 Those 
known to have been cruising in the vicinity where 
the accident occurred were Nos. 1, 8, 13, 14, 19, and 
21. The pilot-boats are schooner-rigged and carry 
from four to eight pilots, but seldom more than 
the smaller number. The crews consist of a “ boat- 
master,” three or four weli-grown boys, and & 
cook. Before evening Nos. 13, 14, 19, and 21, of the 
boats known to have been liable to have answered 
the Alaska’s signals, were heard from, and the 
identity of the missing boat was narrowed down to 
Nos. 1 and8. But as it is pessible that others of the 
22 boats may have gone out into the vicinity where 
the collision occurred, whether No. 1or 8 is the 
vessel that perished isa matter of the merest con- 
jecture. . 

Capt. Murray, of the Alaska, when asked con- 
cerning the affair, told a reporter that he was nos 
atliberty to say anything abdcut the matter until 
he had made a forma! report to Williams & Guiton, 
the owners of the steam-ship. He said, however, 
that be did not know the number of the pilot-boat 
that had been run dewn. Chief Officer Cummings 
was inthe densest ignorance regarding the catas- 
tropbe. and was not even surethat any accident had 
occurred at all. The deck-hands and crew re- 
fused to lisp a syllable regarding the occurrence 
and whatever is known among the officers an 
men of the Alaska remains a mystery. Pilot 
Peterson, who brought the Alaska into port, said 
that he knew nothing whatever about the iden- 
tity of the sunken vessel and had been abie to 
hear nothing of her from the officers of the Alaska, 

Secretary Nasb, of the Pilot Commissioners 
Office, rerused to give the names of the pilots of 
crews who were on board the vessels, a3 be said 
that the publication of their names would only 
cause the deepest anxiety among their families, 
which might be altogether without cause. As the 
pilot-boats often stay out for two weeks at & 
time, the identity of the lost craft may not 
be ascertained for several days, but is likely to be 
known within the next 48 hours, as some other 
pilot-boat or passing yesse! will be almost sure to 
see the boats that remain eiloat, partieularly ss all 
are anxious to solve the mystery. The pilot-boats

MARK TWAlN) AGGRIEVED. 
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THE WEST SHORBE’S ALLIES. 
THE RUMORED NEGOTIATIONS—A MOVEMENT 
BY THE NEW-YORK CENTRAL. 
Officers of the New-York, West Shore and 
Buffaio Rallroad stated yesterday that no agree- 
ments had been made with either the Pennsyl- 
vania or the Grand Trunk Railroad Companies. 
That negotiations were pending with each of the 
companies named was not denied. It was stated 
yesterday that the Pennsylvania Railroad people 
were preparing to makea definite proposition to 
secure control of the West Shore. 
Boston, Dec. 3.—The Journal says: ‘* When 
the attempt was made last Winter to purchase the 


Hoosac Tunnel from the State it was generally un- 
derstood that the movement was indirectly in the 
interest of the New-York, West Shore, and Buffalo 
Railroad, and that the outcome of the scheme, 
it successful, would result ina lease of the Fitch- 
burg Railroad te the West Shore. It is understood 
that another move in the same direction is to be 
made at the approaching session of the 
General Court. The management of the 
New-York Central has decidea, it appears, 
to take the bull by the horns and not to 
wait until the Fitchburg and West Shore 
have completed the close alliance which rumor 
credits them with the intention of making upon 
the opening of the West Shore Road through to 
Buffalo, now a question of a few weeks only. 
There is good authority for the statement that the 
New-York Central! will, within a day or two. if it 
has not already done so, officially give notice to 
the Hoosac Tunrel Line management of its with- 
drawal from the line on March 1, thus carrying out 
its contract to give 90 days’ notice of withdrawal. 
This announcement will be a surprise to railroad 
men, The withdrawal will have a serious effect 
upon the traffic and earnings of the Fitchburg 
Railroad, as well as the Commonwealth Road, the 
arr, and Greenfield, and the Hoosac Tunnel 
‘oads,”” 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 3. — Officers of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company deny reports 
that that company intends to lease the New- 
York, West Shore and Puffalo Line. They 
say that the company has a satisfactory traffic con- 
tract with the West Shore Road, but that there is 
no intention either to purchase or form any other

The fifth annual dinner of the Alumni Asso- 
giation of St. Francis Xavier’s College was eaten in 
Pinar(i’s last evening by upward of 150 gentlemen, 
representatives of every class from 1°59 to 18982, in- 
elusive, being present. Among them were the 
Rev. Dr. Brann, the Rev. Father Campbell, S. J., 
Vice-President of the college; the Rev. Fahter Par- 
doe, §. J., the Rev. Dr. Healey, the Rey. Father 
Lane, the Rey. Father O’Reilly, the Rey. Dr, 
McGean, the Rev. Father Riordan, the Rev, Father 
of Troy, is at the Keliner, and Prof. Herbermann. 
The Rev. Father Frisbee. 8. J., President of the 
college, was a guest of the association and re- 
| sponded tothe first roast, ** Our College and Facul- 
ty.”’ Touching on the vexed question as to propriety 
of continuing the predominance of the classics in 


modern education, he said that the position of St. 
Francis Xavier’s had already been defined on the 
affirmative side. A few years ago the Faculty did 
away entirely with the commercial course. which 
had formed part of her curriculum, believing 
a knowledge of Latin and Greek to be the only 
solid foundation for the education of youth.

He did not think that 
the advocates of mathematicsand sciences were 
going to win the day, and he was glad of it, 
although more attention was now paid to those 
studies in the college than ever before. The 
aim of the Professors was to turn ont young 
men able to speak well, to write well, and to argue 
well, andin these regards the speaker considered 
that they had been as successful as those of any 
other college, Protestant or Catholic, in the coun- 
try. He pointed. as an opamp. to the quality 
of the revently established college paper, which 
was, he said, entirely the work of the 
students unaided by the Professors. Father Fris- 
bie said that the college is in excellent condition, 
It has more scholars than in many years before, 
and is otherwise improving satisfactorily. He an- 
nouneed that witain the past few weeks an 
Alumnus had founded a new scholarship.

IMPRISONED CHILDREN BURNED. 


ee 
THREE DEATHS IN A FIRE IN FLATS OCCU- 
PIED BY COLORED PEOPLE. 

Immediately west of the ground on which 
stands the Amity Baptist Chapel, at No. 310 West 
Fifty-fourth-street, are six four-story frame tene- 
ment-houses. They are known to the police as 
Centra! Park Terrace Flats and to the vulgar as 
“ Coon Flats,” they being inhabited by respectable 
colored families. Last evening these houses were 
nearly all on fire, and three children who were re- 
sponsible for the outbreak were burned to death. 
The flats are owned by the Kramer estate, and the 


agent is Samuel Milliken. John L. Edwards is the 
—, The flats are rickety concerns, and they 

ave always been dreaded by the Ninth-Avenue 
Car Company, the stables of which run from Ninth- 
avenue to the back of them. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Judson, who is separated from 
her husband, George, who is a coachman, lives on 
the first floorof whatis known as No. 4 Central 
Park Terrace Flats. Shortly before5 o'clock she 
went to purchase kerosene and locked in her 
apartment her three children—Hattie, 3 years old; 
Mabel, 2 years old, and Edgar, 8 months old. Five 
minutes after there were shrieks in Mrs. Judson’s 
room and fire and smoke appeared on the floor 
above. The seven other famlliés in this house and 40 
familiar in the other houses. hurried out into the 
open air, as they knew that the rookery would 
burn quickly, and when the police arrived there 
was hardly a coool head among those who were 
moving out of the buildings. Janitor Edwards, in 
@ momentary spasm of intelligence, foreed Mrs. 
Judson’s door, and he admits that he 
beard one or more of the ii-.jeriled  chil- 
dren screaming, but he did not resove them, 
and it was for a long time believed that 
in some manner they had escaped. The firemen 
and the police restored order roughly. Part of a 
high board fence, the eastern boundary of a yard 
on whieh the buildings opened and which had no 
exit in Fifty-third-street, was cut down and the 
inmates of the tenement-houses poured into the 

rounds of the Amity Baptist Church, carrying 

ousehold goods. A few persons were so intent on 
saving their property that they were in peril, Of- 
ficer Gilligan rescued a woman from a fire-eseape 
at No, 4, and Alderman Hugh J, Grant and Detee 
tive Riley saved two children, who were be- 
wildered in the same house. George W. Tyson, of 
No. 418 West Fifty-fourth-street, and Thomas Lee- 
nen. Frank Sexton, and Charles Zuth, members of 
the Young Men's Jefferson Club of the Nineteenth 
Assembly District, rescued an old negro, two cbil- 
dren, and several women in No. 4. 

In the neighborhood no social lines were drawn. 
The fugitives were given shelter wherever they 
asked it. At the Jefferson Club rooms, No. 
803 West Fifty-fourth-street, 40 colored women 
and children were sheltered and cared for 
by President John Carey and the members 
of the club. Many were taken care of 
in the liquor saloon of James McCue, 
a Democratic volitician at No. 907 Eighth-avenue. 
Much property taken away by the fugitives was 
stacked up in front of Amity Baptist Chapel, and 
Capt. Thomas Killilea detailed detectives and offi- 
cers to guard it. 

The fire wentethrough No. 4 Central Park Ter- 
race Flats, and on reaching the roof spread 
laterally, there being no break in the roof from 
No. 1to No. 6. The walls between the flats are 
lath and plaster, so that there was soon fire on the 
third and fourth floors of Nos, 5 and 3, 
and Assistant Chief Bonner considered it 
prudent to send out a third alarm : 
eause of the danger to the Ninth-avenue car 
stables. The fire was, however, well under 
control at 6 o’clook, when No.4 was noarly de- 
stroyed and the roofs of all the flats more or less 
burned. AtS8o'’clock the Judson children were 
found. The boy was lying, charred beyond recog- 
nition, on a bed, and the girls, who were shock- 
ingly burned, lay near the door, which Janitor Ed- 
wards had burstin. Itis supposed from the odor 
which was detected when the fire broke out that 
they upset a kerosene lamp. The flats are 
damaged about $3,000, and the eight families who 
lived in No. 4 lose from $1,000 to $1.500. The 
other occupants of the flats lose about $1,000, 
mainly by water. Many of the rooms were habita- 
ble last night, but much honsehold property was 
dropped in the yard and inthe street and ruined 
by water, Five minutes before Mrs. Judson saw 
the badies of her children, she wag convinced that 
they were saved, and the shoek, when sne discoy- 
ered their fate threw her into violent hysterics. 


THE DWIGHT INSURANCE CASE.

Norwicu, N. Y., Dec. 3.—After a three 
days’ recess, the trial of the Dwight case was re- 
sumed to-day. The first witness called by the 
plaintiffs to-day was Mrs. T. F. McDonald, of Bing- 
hamton. She testified tnat she was the half sister 
of Walton Dwight. He came very often to- 
her house, and after she was ~ married, 
in 1873, she saw him very frequently. 


She saw Dwight nearly eyery day after he was 
taken sick; the first time she was there he did not 
appear like asiok man, as he was up and about the 
room; on two or three times she saw Dwight 
vomit; about two weeks before Dwight died she 
was called to the room by Mrs. Dwight; she found 
Dwight in a chill, shaking badly and his teeth 
chattering; his flesh was cold and the blood had 
settled under bis nails; this chill lasted about two 
hours; afterward he seemed prostrated and per- 
spired freely; during her acquaintance with Dwight 
she had never seen or heard of his spitting blood, 

On {cross-examination, she testified that at the 
time of the chili Dwight had no fever. After the 
chill had ended beads of perspiration stood on 
Dwight's forehead, his flesh was clammy and cold, 
there was a pinched look about his mouth, and his 
yoiee showed signs of weakvess. 

Dr. Charlés B. Richards testified on cross-exam- 
ination that he did not examine the neck at either 
the first or the second autopsies. He did not re- 
member that he told Mr. Magone or Dr. Swin- 
burne at the time of the Coroner's inquest that he 
did not believe Dwight died from unnatural eauses, 

Evidence taken by the defendants in their Penn- 
sy)vania Commission was then read bythe plain- 
tiffe. Encie'Herdic, of Williamsport, Penn., testified 
that she knew Dwight at the Herdio House in 1567. 
She had never seen him sidk; she had heard Dwight 
speak of having a hemorrhage; he once had a 
coughing spell when she was present and he re- 
marked that some time it would “ take him off.” 
She never knew of his haying a physician attend- 
ing him. 

Mra. Maria Hoppes, of Bethichem, testified be- 
fore this commission that her husband kept the 
Herdic House in Williamsport, in 1867. She did not 
recollect that Dwight ever had a severe couch, but 
once he had an ordinary couch; she never heard of 
his having a hemorrhage, and if he had been sick 
in the hopse she would have known it. 

At the cpening of the afternoon session, the 
plaintiff rested. In rebuttal. the defendant called 
Clemmens Deutchiey, of Williamsport, Penn. He 
testified that he was porter in the City Hotel at Wil- 
liamsport since 1864. In March, 1874, there was no 
one at the hctei by the name of H. I. Reynolds, 
(Reynolds had previously testified that he was 
there in March, 1967.) The only name of Reynolds 
was in February, and he was a man from Phila- 
delphia. Harry Cornwell, of Hartford, Conn., tes- 
tified that he was in the employ of the Phenix 
Mutual Life Insurance Company. The application 
from Dwight was received Aug. 10, 1878. This 
evidence was introduced to contradict the evi- 
dence of Hermans, the agent of the company at 

Binghamton, who testified that it was sent later. 
Frederick E. Koss, Cashier of the Merchants’ 
Nationa! bank, of Binghamton, testified that the 
books of the bank showed no credit to T. F. 
NeDonald of $1,000 during August, 1878. On Sept. 
8 there was a credit of $987 Ti and another of 
$1,100.

MURDERED BY HER HUSBAND.

New-York, Nov. 3, 1883. 

Str—In obedience to_a eubdpoans issued out of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, appeared 
before a Grand Jury of the said District of Columbia, 
in the matter of the United States against ex-Senator 
Wiliam Pitt Kellogg. This body found an indictment 
against the said Kellogg for bribery, Last month, as 
I learn by the patie prints, the case of the United 
States against William Pitt Keilogg, for bribery, was 
fixed for trial on the 10th day of December next. The 
House of Representatives of the United States, of 
which body Mr. Kellogg is now a member, wiil assem- 
ble a few days before the date fixed for the said trial. 
It is surmised by someof the gentlemen engaged in the 
prosecution of the star route cases that Mr. Kellogg 
will plead his privilegeas a member of Congress, in 
this way avoiding trial when the case is calied. The 
Attorney-General, as [understand it. deeme it desir- 
able that an earlier date than the 1th of December 
next be fixed for the trial of the sald Kellogg, 0 the 
end that it will not be possible for him raise 
the question of privilege, Doubtless, having in 
view the fixin of an earlier day for the 
trial of the said Kellogg, certain gentlemen connected 
with the prosecution of the star route cases called 
to see me in this city. The information is conveyed 
me thas it is absolutely necessary for the representa- 
tives of the prosecution to hold an immediate con- 
ference with me to the end that the case of the 
Government against the accused may be properl 
poe. This pressing necessity exists, it is said, 

or an early interview with me, even though the trial 
should not be had at an earlier date than the !0th prox. 
Notwithstanding the high regard in which I hold the 
gentlemen, I declined to see them. The reasons which 
governed ine in this refusal I will endeavor to set 
forth as briefly as ible. 

In obedience to the law and in no sense voluntarily, 
I have been compelled to appear as a witness on be- 
nalf of tne Uni States In jhe matter of the star 
route eases no less than five times, Inasmucn as I had. 
and have, no interest whatever in these caseg, it 13 
neediess to say that my appearance against the 
defendants hag been guite painful to me and not un- 
accompanied with great sacrifices on my part. Dur- 
ing the various appearances,and while under sub- 

cena o8 4 witness, indeed, while actually testify- 

ng on behaif of the Government, was 
slandered and oriminally libeled by sundry 
peoples and newspapers of the city of yo 
ton, Known to every one connected wit 

the Department of Justice, without the representa- 
tives of the Government taking any legal steps for 
their prosecution and my protection. In the past I 
have appealed to the representatives of the Depsrt- 
ment of Justice without any result. Indeed, I under- 
stand Mr. George Bliss has assumed the sition 
that the Government is not under any obligations 
to rotect its witnesses. In justice to that 
gentieman’s associates in the prosecution, I 
must add they did not agree with him, but have con- 
fessed that they were powerless, If the defendants, 
together with their numerous and powerful allies, 
were to surround the witness-box with arms in their 
hands, threatening the life of every one who dared 
obey the law,by testifying. can there be any doubt 
as to what fhe attitude of the Government would 
then be Yet, Mr. President, that moral assassina- 
tion to which t have been subjected in the past is far 
more formidable to a sensitive and honorable man 
than any armed force. The proposition that the Gov- 
ernment owcs its citizens no protection, when appear- 
ing as a witness on ite behalf, in obedience 
to its mandate, is too revolting to be considered. My 
own sense of manhood and self-respect will not per- 
mit me in the future to undergo such an 
ordeal. The Government has no right to ask 
for such a sacrifice. I insist upon that legal pro- 
tection of the Government which the law prescribes. 

This being accorded me I will consider also that the 
Government is lending the cause of justice some 
moral support, an element which, in the past, many 
have deemed lacking. 

If my presence as awitness on behalf of the United 
States In ite cases against Thomas J. Brady and Wil- 
lam Pitt Kelloggis deemed of gufficient importance 
by you to give your assent to the following requests, 
I will hold such conferences with the prosecu- 
tion as are proper and will appear as a 
witness In responss to a subpcna: First,

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ADMIRING OBJEOTS OF ART. 


FORMAL OPENING OF THE LOAN EXHIBI- 
TION FOR THE BARTHOLDI FUND. 


Fifteen hundred invitations were issued to 
the reception which opened the Art Loan Exhibi- 
tion in aid of the Bartholdi statue pedestal fund 
at the Academy of Design last evening. From 8 
o'clock to 10a steady stream of people poured 
through the doors of the Academy. Probably 
two-thirds of those invited were present 
at some time during the evening. The 
galleries were well-nigh impassable at 9:30, 


and every room occupied by the exhibits was 
thronged. + Most of the gentlemen wore evening 
dress,and many of the ladies were arrayed in 
elegant costumes. There was no formality or 
stiffness, however, the interest felt in the exhibi- 
tion and the beautiful collections preventing 
either. Hearty praise was accorded the commit- 
tees, whose taste was displayed on every side. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock the Esperance and Hel- 
vetian Singing Societies were grouped upon the 
main staircase, and, accompanied by Theodore 
Thomas's orchestra, sang Gounod’s ‘Hymn to 
Liberty” with good effect, Then Mr. F. Hop- 
kinson Smith, Director of the exhibition. 
stepped upon a email platform, and in 
@ graceful speech gave the ladies of the 
Various committees the credit of having built up 
the exhibitions. He then read a poem written by 
Emma Lazarus for the Portfolio of the Art Loan 
Collection, which was entitled *‘The New Colos- 
sus.”” He then formally turned the exhibition over 
to the Hon. William M. Evarts, Chairman of the 
General Committee in charge of the pedestal 
fund. ‘‘Here,” said Mr. Evarts,‘‘ is every- 
thing charming, everything elegant, every- 
thing beautiful and everything splendid. 
It is such an exhibition as our country never saw 
before.” Mr. Evyarts then dwelt on the feeling 
which induced people to part with the treasures to 
be seen on every side, a feeling which, he said, ap- 
pealed to the best sentiments of the human race. 
“It is known to you alj,” he eontinvied, “that the 
greatness of the receipts of our committee does 
not comport with the greatness of the statue or 
the greatness of the pomeroetey of the French peo- 
ple. Idonot know howto account for this ex- 
capt that every man is afraid to give for fear of 
preventing others from giving." 

Only about two-fifths of the amount required, 
the speaker added, had been secured. People 
should remember that the contributions to the 
statue had come from more than 100 municipalities 
in France and from the pockets of more than 100,- 
000 Frenchmen. “ Their enthusiastic love of lib- 
erty,’ said Mr. Evarts, “could not be in safer 
keeping than in the people of the United States.” 
Mr. Evarts then introduced Gen. Grant, who made 
ashort speech. ‘I know the people of this City 
well enough,’’ said the General, ‘‘to believe that 
all the funds neeessary to complete this pedestal 
could be raised in one day if they thought it was 
necessary to do so. When we reflect that the 
statue isthe giftot a people who gave us their 
warm sympathy in our struggle for national inde- 
pendence we should not let there be a want for 
a fund sufficient to complete it for a single day.” 

Gen. Grant then declared the exhibition open.

MINISTERS ON DIVORCZ. 


THE TALK AT THE MEETING OF THE CON- 
GREGATIONAL CLUB. 


The Congregational Club of New-York and 
its vicinity met last evening at the Vienna Bakery, 
at Broadway and Tenth-street, and considered the 
question of marriage and divorce. After enjoying 
adinner the members of the club drew out their 
chairs from the table and listened to the disous- 
sion, which was opened by the Rev. Samuel W. 
Dike, D.D. Dr. Dike spoke foreibiy against the evil 
of divorce,which he said, was spreading so rapidly 
and doing so much to annihilate the most sacred 
form of social existence, marriage. The Rev. Jobn 
P. Newman, D. D., said that marriage was essen- 


tially a religious rite, and there was only one cause 
which warranted divorce, the one mentioned 
in the Scripture. Cruelty or aesertion might, per- 
haps, warrant separation, but not with the liberty 
of remarriage, Divorces come trom the unruly 
passions of people. Young people should be taught 
to control their passions, and should be instructed 
as to their proper use and their abuse. 

Mr. Roswell Smith, of the Century Magazine, who 
presided, said that some time ago a book had been 
submitted.to Seribner’s Magazine by an American 
novelist which was properly to be considered one 
of the greatest exponents of modern thought as an 
argument against divorcee and divorce law. The 
novelist was W. D. Howells, and the book, after- 
ward published in the magazine, was ** A Modern 
Instance.” 

The Rev. Dr. E, P. Ingersoll, of Brooklyn, said 
that moral! evils came on occasionally like epidem- 
ios, such as malarial and typhoid fever. One of 
the hardest tasks in the world was to establish 
laws to restrain the passions of men, and this ap- 
plied to drinking and everything else. The 
great remedy was in elevating manhood 
and womanhood by the aid of religion. 
“Few divorces,’ eontinued Dr. Ingersoll, 
“are made within the pale of the church. 
The people who seek divorces are not religions 
people, When you get a Yankee in the wrong 
track you get a bad man or abad woman. A 
Yankee is sometimes a very hardcitizen. The 
devilish lawyers who advertise in the newspa- 
pers to provide divorces are pretty bad people. 
There should be one law eoncerning di- 
vyorce in all the States. We ought to have an 
amendment of the Constitution to that effect. As 
things are now. I can get married here and go to 
some other State and get unmarried. We are oniy 
a few. but we can begin an agitation. I know a 
woman whose husband used to treat her crue'ly, 
used to stick pins in her, and threaten her life. 
She got a divorce, but she don’t intend to marry 
again.” 

The Rev. James M. Whiton, D. D., next spoke. 
and drew many of his conciusions about divorce 
from the classics. He said that people in New- 
Jersey had good divorce laws, and merely regard- 
ed the question in a philanthropic and missionary 
spirit, What was wanted generally was an 
amendment of public sentiment which would 
check divorce. The average length of time re- 
quired to obtain a divorce in Connecticut was said 
to be 15 minutes. 

The Rey. Dr. H.C. Houghton and others also 
spoke upon the question, the remarks all favoring 
moral, social, and legal reform in matters concern- 
ing divorce in that county.

A BANKRUPTCY LAW LIMITED TO TRAD- 
ERS, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The able editorial which appeared in THE 
Trmes on Saturday last induces me to address you on 
the subject of anew bankruptcy law. Let me say 
that 1 am neither the advocate or opponent of any 
particular bill. I warned the supporters of the 
Loweli bill last year that their scheme was not 
adapted to the wants of the interior States. My 
criticism proved correct. The majority against 
the bill was recruited chiefly from the representa- 
tives of the South and West. The Senate bill was 
a tentative draft. It was a return to past prin- 


ciples, and it discarded ali the experience either of 
Great Britain or our own country on the subject 
of the two measures. I supported the Senate Dill 
because, being adapted to the interior States, I 
saw that it had a chance of passing Into law. 

The defeat of both bills last year I do not alto- 
gether regret. The able discussion in the press 
has aroused public interest, and placed us face 
to face with the difficulties to be overcome. Of 
these the greatest is the formulating of one law 
applicable to both East and West, where the con- 
ditious of trade and society are entirely different. 
Western sentiment is opposed to a bankruptcy 
law, because the population of the interior States 
is mainly agricultural, and an agriculturist needs 
no sueh law. No bill could be formulated which 
would be useful in the East without making great 
hardship in the West. To avoid the dilemma, I 
have suggested that the agricultural classes be ex- 
cluded from the bill. This is no novel experiment. 
It was the law in England down to 1861. 
enter into the constitutional question whether, 
inasmuch as bankruptcy in the last century meant 
the insolvency of a trader, we can extend the term 
to non-traders. I leave that for trained jurists to 
discuss. I simply take the practical view, that, if 
we exclude agriculturists, we shall coneiliate 
Western opinion, and be able to pass such a bill as 
is wanted here in the East and in the great centres. 


In my pamphlet I have given a short sketch of | 


the English biil. Its chief novelty lies in the ap- 
pointment of official Receivers under the Board of 
Trade, whose duty is not only to protect the es- 
tate, but to report to the court on the bankrupt’s 
trading and conduct. This, to my mind. is a most 
valuable suggestion. Creditors as a rule are irri- 
tated against a debtor in the first instance, They 
soon become callous and take no further trouble. 
Neither condition tends toward a just discrimina- 
tion of the debtor’s conduct, and I therefore think

FOURTH CLASS MAIL MATTER. 
ARTICLES WHICH, ALTHOUGH CONTAINING 
PRINTING, ARE NO LONGER THIRD CLASS. 

Under a recent decision of the Postmaster- 
General, articles sent by mail as merchandise or as 
samples of merchandise are to be rated as mail- 
able matter of the fourth class and charged with 
postage as moh. at the rate of 1 cent for each 
ounce or fraction thereof, notwithstanding any 
printing sueh articles may bear or contain, The 
opinion of the Postmaster-General, of which 
a copy has been furnished to Postmaster 
Pearson, is’ to the ,effect that “it was 
never he. intention of Congress to classify 
matter which can have no value other than that 
of merchandise as printed matter because of any 
printing it may contain.” Superintendents and 
clerks at the Post Office and its branches have 
been instructed that they are to be ——— by 
the above decision in their action with respect to 
the matter therein referred to, and that the fol- 
lowing articles, among others, heretofore treated 
as third class matter, are henceforth to be consid- 
ered and charged as matter of the fourth class, 
when sent as merchandise or as samples. 

Labels, patterns, playing cards, tickets, photo- 
graphs, lithographs, engravings, samples of print- 
ing, valentines, tancy lithographed and engraved 
cards, (including Christmas, New Year, and Easter 
cards,) address tags, scrap pictures, and in general 
all articles which are evidently sent as merchandise 
or samples, although bearing printing. 

It has further been desided by the department 
that blank-books, desk blotters, with or without 
printing thereon, and also maps, prints, show- 
cards, &c., printed on or attached to other ma- 
terial than paper, (which includes card-board,) or 
mounted on rollers or with metal bindings. or in 
frames, should be rated as matter of the fourth 
class; but copy-beoks and drawing-books, contain- 
cae printing, remain as heretofore in the third

NEW STAGE LINES FOR BROOKLYN 
PRIVILEGES GRANTED BY THE ALDERMEN 

OF THAT CITY, 

The Kings County Electric Light Company 
petitioned the Brooklyn Aldermen yesterday for 
permission to erect poles and put wires in the 
streets and avenues of Brooklyn, the company to 
pay the city $3,000a year for the privilege. The 
petition was referred to the Committee on Lamps 
and Gas. Permission was given Henry Hamilton 
to run a stage line from Broadway through La- 
fayette-avenue, Fulton-street, and Sands-street to 
the bridge. For each stage run a fee of $154 year 


is to be paid to the city, and the fare is not to ex- 
ceed 5 cents. A similar vrivilege under like condi- 
tions was granted to ex-Assomblyman Thomas J. 
Sheridan and his Assignees. The route of Sheridan's 
line is from Hamilton Ferry, along Hamilton-ave-. 
nue to Union-ttreet, to Fifth-avenue, to Twenty- 
fifth-street,and also from the Hamilton Ferry, 
along Union-street to Ninth-avenue, and to Twen- 
ty-first-street. After the petition had been pre- 
sented a number of streets were included in the 
route by the committee, to whom the matter had 
been referred. These additions, all of which were 
stricken out yesterday by the board, wouid have 
permitted Mr. Sheridan to run his stages down 
gama and along the Brooklyn Heights to the 
ce. 

The only other business of importance transact- 
ed by the Common Council was the passage of an 
ordinance prohibiting the manufacture of cream 
of tartar or salaratus within the city limits under 
the penalty of a fine of $100 for each offense, and $100

The present suit was 
brought by one of the holders of the $600,000 series of 
bonds ainst the Governor and Treasurer of the 
State and others to test the question of the State's lia- 
bility and to obtain relief. The bill was aismissed in 
the court below, on the gronnd that it was vir- 
tally a suit against the State, and the State was 
not and could not be made a party to it. 
This court colncides in that view of the case and says, 
whenever it can be clearly seen that the State is an 
indispensible party to enable the court, according to 
the rules which govern its procedure to grant the re- 
lief sought, the court will refuse to take jurisdiction. 
In this case the State of Georgiais an indispensible 
party; itis,in fact, the only proper defendant. No 
one sued has eny personal interest in the matter or 
any official authority to grant the relief asked. No 
foreclosure suit can be sustained without the state, be- 
cause she has the legal titie to the property,ana the pur- 
chaser, under a foreclosure decree, would get notitle 
in the absence of the State, The State is in the actual 
possession of the property, and the court can deliver 
no possession tothe purchaser. The entire interest 
adverse to the plaintiff is the interest of the State of 
Georgia in the property of which she has both the 
title and possession. On the hypothesis that the fore- 
closure by the Governor wes valid, the trust asserted 
by plaintiff is vested in the State as Trustee, and not 
in any of the officers sued. No money de- 
cree can be rendered against the State nor 
ainst its officers, nor any decree against 
the reasurer a« settled in Louisianavs. Jumel. If 

y branch of the State Government has power to 
sive the plaintiff relief itis the Legislature. Why is 
t not sued ae a body or ite members by mandamus, 
to compel them to provide means to pay rhe State's 
indorsements?

BRITISH RULE IN INDIA. 


* The Marquis of Rrron has, it appears, 
by the same line of action made himself 
popular with the natives of India and un- 
popular with the English residents. This 
fact raises a very strong presumption in 
favor of his official conduct. His prede- 
cessor, Lord Lyrron, cultivated the good 
opinion of the Anglo-Indians without the 
slightest reference to the opinions or feel- 
ings of the natives. And nobody who has 
read Col. Ossorn’s articles on Lord Lyt- 
Ton’s administration will be at a loss to 
understand what the policy is which a 
Governor-General must pursue in order to 
endear him to the Anglo-Indians. It is a 
policy of brutal disregard of everything in 
comparison with English .interests. The 
perfidy and the tyranny which resulted in 
the Afghan war are very good illustra- 
tions of what that policy requires of a 
Viceroy. There were apparently no lengths 
to which Lord Lytton was not willing to 
go in order to satisfy his countrymen. That 
Lord Rrron has found it necessary to draw 
the line somewhere indicates merely that 
Lord Rrpon is a man of a keener sense of 
justice than his predecessor; for the notion 
that an English Viceroy could, under any 
circumstances, go further in opposition to 
British interests and in deference to Indian 
opinion than justice’ required may safely be 
dismissed. In favoring the Ilber: bill giv- 
ing the native Judges jurisdiction in cases 
involving the rights and persons of Euro- 
peans he has not done so, at any rate. The 
Indian question of Great Britain is in this 
respect like our own Indian question. We 
know very well that our treatment of the 
Indians has been disgracefultous. The law 
of our dealings with them has been set by 
our own desires. 

The truth is that English cupidity has 
been the law of the British Empire in India. 
All Anglo-Indians admit that the British 
possession of India secured not by respect, 
much less by affection, but simply by the ter- 
ror which the conviction, of the hopelessness 
of resistance inspires. Great Britain holds 
India now as nakedly as it did acentury ago 
by the tenure of conquest. And what has 
happened in India is what has happened 
wherever British conquests have been 
made. There has been - no , pacifica- 
tion, no coalescence, no. real. spread 
of English civilization, only an extension of 
English markets and of the area of English 
taxation. If after six hundred years the 
Irish hatred of England has not abated, in 
spite of acommunity of language and an 
approach to a community of law, what can 
be expected of a country so much more re- 
mote and so much less intelligible to Eng- 
lishmen as British India, which, moreover, 
few English officials seem ever to have taken 
any pains to understand. That India is 
not, like Ireland, in a chronic state of 
‘*smothered war’’ is because the natives of 
India are of a less turbulent and explosive 
nature than the natives of Ireland. 

Indeed, if India were populated by 
Irishmen, it would not remain under Brit- 
ish rule for a week. But, being populated 
by a meek and unenterprising race, there is 
no chance that the English will be dislodged 
by insurrection. Since they drove tue 
French out of the peninsula their rule has 
been unchallenged. But, unless all signs 
fail, it will within a very few years be chal- 
lenged by Russia. When the conflict comes 
Russia will have the great advantage that 
in her advance overland her conquests have 
been followed by real pacifications. The 
people of Central Asia have been Russian- 
ized, whereas the people of India have not 

been in the least Anglicized. And this dif- 
ference will count for a great deal in favor 
of Russia. 


HISTORIC CAKES AND ALE. 


A company of gentlemen will celebrate 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
evacuation of New-York to-day in a novel 
manner. On the evening of Nov. 25, 1883, 
after the City had been occupied by the 
patriot forces, a party of military and civic 
dignitarics sat down todine in FRauNCEs’s 
Tavern, in Broad-street. They had a jovial 
time we doubt not, and the toasts they drank 
were not only numerous but patriotic and 
timely. They toasted the United States, 
then a novelty in the world’s nomencla- 
ture. They drank the health of the King 
of Sweden, and toasted the United 
Netherlands and his most Christian Majes- 
ty, the King of France. Bumpers were 
quaffed in honor of the American Army, 
the fleets and armies of France, and divers 
other allies and friendly agencies in the war 
just then victoriously closed. Imagination 
fondly lingers over the feast at which these 
heroes refreshed themselves. We fancy we 
see the vast and wholesome joints, the ro- 
bust game, and the mighty beakers that 
formed conspicuous features of any banquet 
of those days. There was rude abundance 
and vigorous appetite. In our feeble way 
we are to commemorate that feast.

BROOKLYN’S HORSE CARS. 


There is apparently no law or power 
capable of defending the patrons of the 
Brooklyn City Railroad Company from the 
outrages daily put upon them by that brutal 
and conscienceless corporation. The Brook- 
lyn Board of Aldermen has recently at- 
tempted to eompel it to provide cars enough 
to decently and comfortably carry the innu- 
merable passengers who are twice every 
day packed into its cars, but the com- 
pany snaps’ its fingers at the Alder- 
men. It has possession of the streets, 
and it pays 14 per cent. dividends. What- 
ever the Brooklyn public may suffer or the 
Aldermen do, it proposes to keep its earnings 
at the present figure, and it has therefore 
refused to run cars to the Sands-street 
entrance of: the bridge, forcing people 
crossing the river by that route to 
take their, chances of securing standing 
room upon the steps of a car already over- 
loaded at the ferry. 

Within a few days it has begun run- 
ning cars to the bridge entrance during 
the morning and evening hours, but as 
they are started at intervals of ten min- 
utes or so, they do not meet the wants 
of the bridge passengers. They serve 
only to show the insolent indifference of the 
company to the convenience of the all 
too patient public from which it ex- 
torts its 14 per cent. dividends. Yester- 
day the Brooklyn Aldermen granted 
permission to the proprietor of a stage line 
to run stages from the bridge through Sands 
and Fulton streets and Lafayette-avenue to 
Broadway. As itis evident that Brooklyn 
is not to have rapid transit in this century, 
the establishment of new lines of stages is an 
encouraging indication. It will take a cer- 
tain portion of the public out of the covet- 
ous hands of the Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company. ‘ 





ITALIAN ENGINEERS. 
' The General Navigation Society of Italy, 
which was recently formed by the union of 
the two great steam-ship companies, the 
Florio and the Rubattino, has lately hired 
on contract a number of English chief en- 
gineers ang second engineers. 

Twenty-five years ago the engines of all 
steam-ships on the Mediterranean, whether 
they were German, French, or Italian, were 
managed by English—or Scotch—engineers. 
This, however, is now a matter of tradition, 
and it is very seldom that an English en- 
gineer is found on board a French or an 
Italian steamer. The Rubattino Company, 
during its long existence, trained up a corps 
of Italian engineers who were surpassed in 
intelligence and acquirements ‘by the en- 
gineers of no other nationality, and who 
could have given instruction tomany: of the 
engineers of English vessels. 


The General Navigation Society has taken 
a number of English engineers into its ser- 
vice, not because they are better than the 
Italian engineers, but because they are 
cheaper. The Ltalian steam marine has 
outgrown the supply of Italian engineers, so 
that the latter can now obtain wages con- 
siderably higher than those paid on board 
English vessels. The General Navigation 
Society’s action does not mean that it dis- 
trusts Italian engineers or regards them as 
in any way inferior to English engineers, but 
simply that the latter can be had at a lower 
rate of wages. This is a complete reversal 
of the state of things which obtained a quar- 
ter of acentury ago, and it is highly’ cred- 
itable to the Italian engineers. 

A ZEALOUS SCUICHMAN. 

It is rarely that one now hears froma 
Presbyterian pulpit a sermon in defense and 
approval of hell. This may be due either 
toa growing disbelief in hell or a convic- 
tion that it is a subject which should not be 
mentioned for fear of casting a gloom over 
the congregation. In former times eloquent 
preachers were accustomed to describe the 
terrors of hell with the accuracy of a guide- 
book and the energy of an auctioneer, but 
at the present time hell is quietly ignored by 
judicious and popular preachers. 

There lives, however, in Montreal a stout 
Scotch Presbyterian who is an enthusiastic 
advocate of hell, and who on Sanday last 
made himself conspicuous by an unexpected 
display of zeal. It appears that the Rev. 
Mr. Hrxu, a Scotch Presbyterian minister, in 
thecourse of his Sunday afternoon’s sermon, 
expressed a want of complete confidence in 
the orthodox Presbyterian hell. It is not to 
be understood that he denied its existence, 
but he certainly did endeavor to smooth 
away its most objectionable features and to 
make it an unpleasant rather than an abso- 
lutely intolerable place of abode. So far as 
can be gathered from a brief report of his 
sermon, Mr. Hut denied that the fires of hell 
are due to the combustion of coal or other 
fuel, and held that they are figurative. 
This is, of course, a pleasing doctrine, since 
firurative fire cannot seriously burn a sinner, 
and had Mr. Hinz preached his sermon else- 
where than in Montreal it might have been 
received with general approbation. 

The Rev. Mr. Macwar, the stout Scotch 
Prosbvterian already referred to. could not 
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listen in patience to Mr. H1x’s attack upon 
his cherished hell. He rose up and de- 
nounced the preacher. He said that Mr, 
Hi.w’s teachings were directly contrary to 
those of the Presbyterian denomination, 
and hence were entirely heretical. What 
the local press calls ‘‘a painful scene’’ fol- 
lowed, and the audience went out without a 
benediction—possibly because Messrs. Hrux 
and Macwar were occupied in blessing 
one another. 

A great ecclesiastical revolution was once 
begun in Scotland by an orthodox Presby- 
terian woman who hurled a three-legged 
stool at a clergyman of whose theology she 
disapproved. Perhaps Mr. Macwar has 
begun a revolution—or rather a revival—in 
his own denomination by his conduct last 
Sunday. Most assuredly he spoke the truth 
when he said that Mr. Hruu’s teachings 
were in conflict with the Presbyterian faith. 
No loyal Presbyterian can have the slight- 
est doubt as to the existence and character 
of hell, and it is time that Presbyterians 
should either formally strike out from their 
creed everything relating to hell or that

AMUSEMENTS. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA-HOUSE. 

“Lucia” was again presented at the Metro- 
politan Opera-house last evening with the same 
cast as appeared beforein this opera. This work 
affords Mme. Sembrich her brightest opportunities 
forthe display of those vocal accomplishments 
and the lovely yoice which have made her reputa- 
tion. In this réle she achieved her greatest triumphs 
before visiting this country, and it may fairly 
be said that it has proved to be her 
finest work since she came _ here. Last 
evening she was in the best of voice 
and spirits, and no intricacy of ornamentation or 
range of tones appeared too dazzling for her to 
attempt. She glided up and down the fine com- 
pass of her voice with marvelous grace, clearness, 
and agility, and in her elaborate cadenzas held the 
audience breathless with astonishment, Her act- 
ing, while not striking in force, was intelli- 
gent and well directed and. assisted her musical 
efforts materially. Of course, the mad scene, 
that grand opportunity for the exhibition of vocal 


agility, was the occasion of her greatest effort. In 
the two arias, **Ardon gl’ incensi” and “Spargi 
da’ amaro,”* she displayed the fine scope and quality 
of her voice to perfection. Her bird-like upper 
tones were really thrilling in their richness and pu- 
rity, while her smoothness and finish were wholiy 
admirable. She was recalled many times amid 
great enthusiasm. Signor Campanini was the Ed- 
gardo. His performance of this part has long been 
known as one of the most forcible, picturesque, and 
thoughtful pieces of work on the oper tic stage. 
Last night the great tenor was in a mood of un- 
usual earnestness. He might have heen playing 
Edgardo for the first time, so thoroughly inter- 
ested and self-uneonscious was he in his work. 
But only the results of patient study, artistic in- 
sight. ana priceless gifts could be seen in 
the performance, The long scene with Lucia 
in the first act was a most manly 
and poetic piece of love-making, and the 
musio was sung with exquisite taste and 
feeling. Thescene of the signing of the contract, 
however, gave the tenor the opening for his best 
work. His appearance at the head of the stairway 
wasapicture. From that point on he acted witha 
passion and fervor that knew no bounds save those 
of good taste. He carried his audience quite 
away. and after the fall of the curtain there was 
a tumult of appiause. Such a piece of acting 
as Signor Campanini gave In this scene 
last night was a phenomenal exhibition on 
the operatic stage. It would have stood out boldiy 
in a theatrical performance among the best actors. 
I: the closing scene of the opera the tenderness 
and deep erlef of Edgardo were depicted with 
touching art, and the two plaintive arias which 
close the opera were sung with rare feeling. The 
remainder of the cast was satisfactory, Signor 
Kaschmann deserving praise for his manly and 
vucally effective performance of Enrico. The 
chorus was efficient and the work of the orchestra 
generally commendable. 


A REVIVAL AT WALLACKR’S, 

**The Road to Ruin” was revived last night 
at Wallack’s Theatre and will be retained upon 
the stage there until! Judge Barrett’s drama, “ An 
American Wife,” is ready for production. Thomas 
Holcroft’s comedy was done at Wallack’s several 
years ago, with Mr. Gilbert as Olc Dornton, Mr. E. 
M. Holland as Silky, Mr. Beckett as Goldfinch, Mr. 
Brougham as Sulky, Mr. Rockwell as Milford, 
Miss Genevieve Rogers as Sophia, Mme. Po- 
nisi as Widow Warren, and Mr. Charlies 
Coghlan as Dornton. The cast last night 
was hardly less striking. Mr. Giloert appeared 
again—and this was his first performance since the 
present season began—as Old Dornton; among the 
other actors were Mr. Osmond Tearle, Mr. John 
Howson, Mr. Wilmot Eyre, Mr. Dan Leeson, Miss 
Adela Measor, Miss Effie Germon, and Mme. 
Ponisi. It is a mournful fact that three persons 
who were in the cast during the previous revival 
are now dead—Mr. Beckett, Mr. Brougham, and 
Mr. Rockwell. As to the play itself, ic is 
worth reviving. “The Road to Ruin” is 
not a remarkable nor a brilliant comedy. 
Butit is a clever and interesting play, and the 
only play by Holeroft which is above downright 
mediocrity. As the excellent and industrious Mr. 
Holeroft wrote more than a score of comedies and 
dramas, the limitations of nis genius must be an- 
pleasantly anparent. However, he was the author 
of “The Road to Ruin,” and this piece, in spite of 
its leaning to sentimentalism, is a work which has 
significance, satire, and character. There is 
in it a dramatic and pathetic contrast be- 
tween an affectionate and weak father and 
a profligate son. Harry Dornton reminds us of 
Charles Surface—the two both good and bad fel- 
lows, whom we are forced to like. A character 
like Old Dornton arouses strong compassion. The 
story which is told in ** The Road to Ruin” lacks, 
without doubt, originality and vivacity, but the 
story has really much lessimportance than the rer- 
sonages of the play and their idiosynorasies. Life is 
shown here in bright, true. varied conditions, and 
the play, therefore, bas essential vitality. 

The performance was exceedingiy well balanced 
and interesting. Mr. Osmond Tearle was not quite, 
it is true, In the spirit of his character, young Dorn- 
ton; bis drawling and hard manner were alto- 
gether disagreeable.

THE SENATOR’S FRIENDS SURE OF HIS ELEO- 
TION DESPITE THE OPPOSITION. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 3.—A close friend of Sen- 
ator Pendleton said to-day that there was 
no doubt Pendleton would receive 35 votes in 
the Democratis caucus on the first ballot, which 
would be inereased to considerably more than 
the necessary 42 as soon as the complimentary 
votes for Ward, Converse, and Hurd had been 
east. “ Pendleton,” he continued, “has acted

AN OLD BUILDING BURNED. 


TWO HUNDRED BALES OF COTTON DE- 
STROYED. 


Westport, Conn., Dec, 3.—A wooden build- 
ing erected here 75 years ago on the Saugatuck River 
fora grist mill was destroyed by fire last night. 
For many years farmers brought their grain here 
to be ground, there being no other mill within a 
radius of five miles, and Stiles Keeler, the miller, 


gained a fair income from his “tolls.” The build- 
ing was owned by James E. Lees, of the Lees Man- 
ufacturing Company, and used asa storage-room 
for cotton belonging to the mattress factory. It 
contained atthe time of the fire nearly 200 bales 
of cotton, valued at $8,000. An adjoining build- 
ing. in which a family named Riley lived, was also 
consumed. The fire was caused, it is believed, by 
spontaneous combustion in the bales of cotton. A 
part of the loss will be covered by insurance.

THE AMERICAN STEAM-SH!P LINF. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 3.—Henry D. Welsh, 
President of the American Steam-ship Company, 
says: “It can positively be stated that the Amer- 
ican Line will not be abandoned. Weare simply 
looking around for some means by which the ships 
can be madeto pay. The Pennsylvania Railroad, 


which is the principal owner in the company, has 
been paying the losses forzeveral years, and natu- 
rally wantsa change. I have been President from 
the beginning, and never received a cent for my 
services. The Secretary and the clerks, who gave 
their whole time tothe business, of course, were 
peid, but no one else. We must make it pay some- 
how, but whether Congress grants a subsidy or 
not, the line will still run to this city.” 

The six English vessels which are chartered by 
the company, Mr. Welsh save, are paying well, but 
the four original vessels of the line are under Amer- 
ican laws, which oblige the company to ship sea- 
men at American ports, where labor is much higher 
than abroad. The average in wages is 50 per cent. 
more than foreign companies pay, making a differ- 
ence of more than $50,000a year. Mr. Welsh adds 
that the supnject of devising means by which the 
running of the vessels can be put on a paying basis 
is now under consideration,

A SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 
WRS. ELLEN TAYLOR LOVELL’S CHARGES

GRAND JUROR PAINTER ARRESTED 
LODGED IN JAIL BUT SUBSEQUENTLY 
BAILED OUT BY AN OLD ACQUAINTANCE. 

New-Haven, Conn., Dec. 3.—Legal circles 
are to-night agitating the matter of the consien- 
ing of Henry W. Painter, M. D., of West Haven, 
the venerable and self-important Grand Juror, and 
the leading officer of that town, to the County Jail 
to-day in default of $1,500 bonds in a civil suit 
for slander brought against him by Miss Mamie 
Kinner, the young lady whom Painter called from 
her Sunday-sehool class in the First Congrega- 


tional Churoh and charged with stealing a diamond 
ring at the recent Wilson-Marsh wedding in that 
village. Theinformation charges the following lan- 
guage to Painterin the firet count: “Ihave been 
informed by reliable persons that Mamie Kinner is 
the Vege who stole the diamond ring belonging 
to Mrs, Carrie Wilson, and I beiieve her to be the 
guilty person, Shehas been a kieptomaniac fer 
several years.” The second count charges: “Op 
Nov. 5, 1883, the defendant spoke in the hearing of 
Mary. 8S. Kinner the following words concern- 
ing the plaintiff, to wit: The defendant pre- 
sented to the plaintiff a box from which had 
been stolen a diamond ring belonging to Mrs. 
Carrie Wilson, and said concerning it, ‘where is 
the ring?’ I bave reason to suppose you took that 
ring and appropriated it to your own use. You 
are a kleptomaniac and have taken things before, 
and I can prove itin a court of justice, but you 
cannot belp it, itisa disease. It isstealing. Kiep- 
tomaniacs see something pretty, they like it and 
they simply take it. Reliable and respectable peo- 
ple of better family than yours nave been accused, 
it didn’t burt them and will not hurtyou. If you are 
an innocent girl you will be willing to look me in 
the eyes and say, I didn't take the ring and that I 
can go to your house and search anything that be- 
longed to you, all your boxes, trinkets. and every- 
thing. It may have been two years or three, or pos- 
sibly four years since you took theother things.” 
It was generally thought here that Painter went 
further than was necessary at the time, as the 
young lady is of the highest respectability and of 
good family. Upon his arrest by Sheriff Higgins 
to-day, Painter refused to try to obtain bonds, and 
said he would rather go to jail. He eaid: “lam 
going to find out just what rights a town repre- 
sentative has in matters of this kind, and will, if I, 
continue to have to lie in jail.’ There is much 
feeling against him, and Miss Kinner is backed by 
two of the richest men inthe place. Painter was 
at once put behind the bars, and smocked and 
talked freely this afternoon. Ata late hour his old 
friend Squire Metealfe, the sincle-eyed Justice of 
the Peace in West Haven, appeared and furnished 
2 bond of $1,500 for his release. The case will be 
tried in January. It is hinted that Painter went to 
jail through a desire to furnish a foundation for 
a retributive suit for damages against Miss Kinner.

BRIBERY 1N DUTCHESS COUNTY. 
THE GRAND JURY INSTRUCTED TO INVESTI- 
GATE THE ALLEGATIONS OF CORRUPTION. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Dec. 8.—Several cases of 
alleged bribery at elections are to be considered 
by the Grand Jury which was sworn in to-day. Re- 
ferring to these cases Judge Edgar M. Cullen to- 


day closed his address to the jury as follows: 

“ Whether truly or not it 1s safe to say that your 
county has for some time had an unfortunate reputa- 
tion so far as the purity of elections is concerned, It 
is neediess for me to dwell on the necessity of main- 
taining the elections pure and faviolate. Ope to whom 
it would be necessary to appealin that bebalf would 
probably be dear tosuch an appeal. It is an evil of 
the gravest character. Possibly atall times the ava- 
rice of some men, the desire of others to obtain office, 
may in any community cause infractions of these 
jaws in single cases. But certainly there must be 
somebody very derelict in the per‘ormance of duty if 
forany time, in a well-ordered community, there can 
red & systematic, continuous, or open violation of the 

aw. 

* These charges have been made nay throughout 
the community, not only in this county, but in other 
parts of the State, that this evil exists bere. You 
owe it to good government and to yourselves that 
you examine the matter carefully; that you will en- 
deavor thoroughly to discharge your duty in this re- 
spect. If your county basnot been maligned, then it 
is clear that you ought to present some persons 60 that 
they may meet the punishment which they richly 
deserve, If, on the contrary, this report is not 
true, then, as citizens of your county, desiring 
its good name and fame, you are interested in seeing 
that this investigation is so full and thorough that 
whben you have rested from your labors the people 
will accept the result of your inquiry asa conclusive 
vindicatién on their behalf. Probably second only to 
the enforcement of the laws is the necessity for a pub- 
lic belief that the laws are enforced. If such belief is 
that crime .is allowed to go unpunished, it is an evil 
only second to allowing crime to go unpunished, be- 
cause, of course, it is most desirable that every one 
shoula feel confidence in the administration of justice 
and the enforcement of law in the community or so- 
ciety of which he is a member. 

‘qrhere are those who are vicious and also weak 
whose fears, when they see that crime is properly and 
severely punished, if for no other moral considera- 
tion, will keep them from offending. But with that 
class once either let the laws be violated with im- 
punity, or let such people believe that the lawsjcan be 
so violated and all that check is gone. You will 
therefore see that it is a most important matter 
for your consideration. You must no«é confine 
yourselves to any merely prefunctory discharge of 
your duty. You must investigate the subject thor- 
oughly. It is mace the duty of any Grand Juror 
having knowledge of the commission of any offenses 
to mace it known to his associates so that witnesses 
may becalled before them. You will seek informa- 
tion upon this question from all sources whence it is 
attainable; at the same time you will confine yourself 
to legal evidence. 

“You should make your investigation sé thorough 
that one of two things will happen—eitherthat people 
who bave committed these ofienses will be presented 
and properly punished therefor, or that you will vin- 
dicate your county from the aspersions which have 
been 80 liberally cast upon it for the last few years.”

A SAUSAGE FACTORY BURNED. 
THE WORK OF INCENDIARIES CAUSES A LOSS 
OF $22,000. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 3.—At an early 
hour this morning the incendiaries who have been 
operating in this city so boldly for two weeks past 
changed their base from the west to the east side 
and fired the sausage factory of Adolph Heller. It 
was a very large frame structure, and owing to its 
combustible character was soon enveloped in 


flames. Before the fire was got under control 
the place wes badly gutted, entailing a loss 
of about $20,000; the loss on building is 
about $7.000, and the balance is on stock. 
There was a_ stock of 300,000 pounds 
of sausage on hand worth 10 cents a pound, and it 
was damaged eo badly that only a few thousand 
dollars can be realized from it. The insurance was 
in the following companies: Western American, 
$1,500; Lancashire, $2,000; Insuraice Company of 
North Ameriea, $2,000; Manufacturers’ of Boston, 
$2,000: Pennsylvania, $1,000; Rhode Isiand. $3.000; 
British American, $2,000; Detroit, $2,000: Howard,

THE MURDER OF F. W. HAMES. 
CHARLES HIGHAM ARRAIGNED AND HE 
PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Watertown, N. Y., Dec. 3.—An extra 
panel of jurors was drawn to-day in the Supreme 
Court now sitting in this city and presided over by 
Judge Merwin, preparatory to the trial of Charles 
Higham for the murder of Frederick W. Eames. 
This will probably be one of the most celebrated 
cases known to Northern New-York. The prose- 
cution is conducted by District Attorney Emerson, 
of this city, assisted by the Hon. A. M. Mills, of 
Little Falls. Higham is defended by the Hon. W. 
F. Porter, of Watertown, and the Hon. George 
Raines, of Rochester. The murder was committed 
on April 20. last. at the Eames Brake 
Works in this city. Frederick W. Eames, 
the victim, was a vrominent manufacturer and 
President of the Eames Vacuum Brake Com- 


pany. Higham wasa pattern-maker in the employ 
of the firm. Mr. Eames was the inventor of the 
brake, and formed a stock company for its manu- 
facture in 1870. The business was carried on 
in harmony until June, 1°82, when, while 
Mr. Eames was in Europe on business, the Vice- 
president, Secretary, and Directors of the compa- 
ny entered into an agreement with Thomas Pros- 
ser & Son, of New-York City. whereby they trans- 
ferred and leased to the Prossers all the property, 
including the movable machinery of the company 
and the sole and exclusive right to manufacture 
the brakes in the United States and Territories un- 
der the patents of Eames—Prosser & Son agreeing 
to manufacture the brakes in thie eity, The com- 
pany was indebted tothe Prossers in the sum of 


7,000. 

a bee after the transfer Mr, Eames returned 
from Europe, and on Sept. 9, 1882, began an action 
egainst the eompany, ite Directors, and the Messrs. 
Prosser to set aside thisagreement. A long liti- 
gation followed, andin April the Referee in the 
case decided that the transfer to the Prossers was 
ultra vires and void. The judgment directed thé 
Sheriff to place Mr. Eames in possession of the 
works at once. 

On the morning of the day of the murder Eames, 
accompanied by his brother, the Sheriff, and a 
Deputy, and by the Rev. H. C. Townley, a Baptist 
minister of this city, who wasa stockholder, went 
to take possession of the works. The Sheriff 
turned tne factory over to Eames, who proceeded to 
the basement toshyt down the engine. He rassed 
Higham on the stairs and sald something to him. 
After stopping the engine, Eames proceeded up 
stairs to Higham'sroom. Highamsaw him coming 
and locked the door. Eames broke a window- 
pane with his cane, and, putting his band through, 
unlocked the door and passed in. Workmen say 
they saw Eames raise his cane above his head and 
Higham says he struck him twice. Higham fired 
two shots at Eames from a 82-calibre revolver, one 
ball passing through his heart and producing 
death. No one was in the room when the 
shooting occurred. The Rev. Mr. Townley found 
Higham standing over the body and preparing to 
shoot again, but he beat him off with aclub. Hilz- 
ham surrendered to the Sheriff and was put in jail. 
He was subsequently indicted for murder in the 
first degree. Previous tothe murder Higham had 
been considered a faithful and efficient mechanic. 
He iea member of the Odd-fellows’ organization 
and is a man of considerable ability. There is much 
excitement and feeling regarding the case. 

When arraigned to-day he pleaded not guilty. 
The ease will be heard early next week.

DEFRAUDING THE GOVERNMENT. 
HOW UNITED STATES MARSHALS MAKE OUT 
THEIR BILLS. 

Str. Lours, Mo., Dec. 3.—Information has 
been more than once received from Washington 
that it seemed to the Government that it cost large 
sums to effect the arrest of Federal offenders in 
Missouri; that In the St. Louis districts and in 
others opportunities were sought to debit the 
Government with larger sums than were actually 
paid out for alleged assistance in guarding 
prisoners, and to-day it is publicly charged 
that the Government is being charged here 
with services which are not rendered. The charge 
is based upon the fact, whieh United States Mar- 
shal Coste does not deny, that in bringing prison- 
ers to this point a system of overcharge is fol- 


lowed. It lies in the power of the Deputy Marshal 
in charge of a prisoner to appoint such guards 
as he thinks necessary end to debit the Gov- 
ernment with mileage for such guards at 
the rate of 10 cents a mile, while in fact they are 
only paid a dollar or so for theirservices. Em- 
ployes of the Marshal’s office state that full mileage 
is often charged for a poonss boy, whose services 
consist in looking at the prisoner, and for persons 
in some instances who simply drovea bus from the 
hotel to the train upon which the prisoner was 
leaving. Tho deputies do not get any of this 
money. They are compelled to make out a correct 
and truthful statement of the expense to the 
Marshal, but in making up the bills which 
the Government must pay absolutely no attention 
is given to what the deputy actually paid. Ten 
cents a mile for the whole distance is charged for 
each so-called guard. 
Marshal Coste states in defense of the system 
that if it were notin vogue the office would not 
ay him; also, that no mure than the legal charge 
s ever made, the question of how mucb the Depu- 
tv Marshal pays the zuard for the services which 
cost the Government full mileage never being 
looked into by the Government. Assistant Dis- 
trict Atterney Smith, who audits such bills against 
the Government, indorses this view of the af- 
fair, and says it is none of his _ busi- 
ness what private terms the deputy may make 
with his guard. On the subject of free passes the 
Marsbal said: ““Some of these Marshals now in 
trouble charged mileage when they had passes; 
that was wrong. The Government onght not to 
be charged for the transportation of prisoners to 
the penitentiary if the officers procure free trans- 
portation forthem. If I have influence enough to 
secure a pass and thus save my own fare or that of 
my deputies, that is my own good fortune, and I 
ought to profit by it, but | do not ask for free 
transportation for prisoners. If I seeured it I 
would not charge railroad tare to the Government.”

PATROLMAN RYAN’S ASSAULT ON 
S MRS GALLAGHER. 
GaPT. EAKINS ADMITS THAT THE POLIOE- 
MAN STRUCK HER KUSBAND TWICE IX 


THE STATION, 
The name of the woman who was assaulted 


by Patrolman George Ryan, of the Fifth Precinct, 
at Thomas-streetand West Broadway, on the night 
of Wednesday last, as was described yesterday in 
Tas Toxes, was Mre. Margaret Gallacher, the wife 
of a journeyman borse-shoer employed in MoCann's 
blackemith's shop.on Thomas-street. She livesin the 
tenement-house at the junction of thetwo streets 
mentioned, ‘The Gallaghers have only lived in the 
pailding for the past two weeks, and the landlord, 
Mr. Edward McMahon, does not know very much 
about them, As far as he knows they are respect- 
able people, and have made no trouble sinoe they 
have been in the house, The husband of the wom- 
an is given a good charecter as 8 hard-working and 
steady mechanic, Mrs. Galiacher is a Scotchwom- 
as, who has been in the United States but five 


months. She is apparently about 45 years old and 
dad accent, When a Truzs re-

lagher’s account of the affair was sub- 
stsnnioliy ac follows: “My man and I had been 
visiting some acquaintances Wednesday night, and 
we started for home about 10:30 P. M. We have 
only lived in this neighborhood for a couple of 
weeks, and are not very well acquainted with 
the streets, Mistaking our way, we turned down 
nard-street, instead of Thomas-street, to West 
dway. On the corner where we live there is 
® liquor store, ard there is one also at che 
eorresponding corner et Leonard-street an 
West Broadway. We went into the en- 
trance to the tenement, as Wwe supposed, 
and just as we stepped inside the door 
Policeman Kyan, who was standing in the hall 
with acouple of men, grabbed my husband by the 
soat-collar and asked him “ what in h—! he was 
doing there!" Then Ryan threw him.down on 
the stoop and dragged him for quite a distance on 
the sidewalk, calling him vile names. As 8000 as 
he released my husband we capinineé the mis- 
take we had made, and Ryan said he was sorry. 
We then went home, and after we had got in 
my busband asked me go to a tohac. 
conist’s right across the street and get him 
some tobacco. I started out. and at the 
door Ryan was standing. When I stepped 
out, he took hold of me and made an improper 
tome. I was very badly frightened, but 
told him I wasa married woman and had three 
children living and four in heaven, and that he 
ought to be ashamed of himself. I broke away 
from him and started to go across the etreet, and 
be out, “You ad—d old bum, I know you! 
andI bad only lived here two weeks. Coming 
back, I did not see him until just as I reached the 
door, when, as 1 passed, he drew back hie hand 
and struc me under the eye, knock- 
ing me down. I screamed and ran 
up stairs and told my husband, and we 
started for the Leonard-street station together. 
The man at the desk listened to our story and 
wrote it down and promised that it would be 
jooked into. While we were telling it, Ryan came 
in, and when he found out what we were doing, he 
commenced abusing us and struck m husband 
twice in the mouth with bis clenched fist. I was 
afraid to go home then and asked the Sergeant to 
send an officer with us to protect us from Ryan. 
He refused to do it, saying the street wae well 
lighted and that we had sothing to fear. As my 
busband and I stepped out on the sidewalk, Ryan, 
who was in company with two other licemen, 
took him by the throat and threw him down 
onthe pavement and started kicking him. The 
two officers stood by and made no move to 
interfere. Ryan micht have killed him if 
a Roundsman had not taken bim by the arm and 
pulled him away, telling the brute that he ‘ nad 
done enough.’ I went to Police Head-quarters 
Friday and told the clerk, as I supposed he was, 
and hetold me to bring wy busband. I did so, 
and then they wrote our story all down in the 
book. Ob. I wish I had staid in Scotland and

Maohanher wns found in McUann's bleckemith’s 


shop, and his story coincides with that of his wife 
in every particular. He told Tux Times’s reporter 
that he had been advised by several persons to 
withdraw the complaint against Ryan and let the 
thing drop, because if he pressed the case it would 
subject bim to al! sorts of annoyances, and he would 

t no satisfaction in the end. His employer, too, 
faa binted that in case he did not decide to pursue 
this course, he could furnish no further employ- 
ment forhim. Onaccountof the pressure brought 
to bear on him and the innuendoes as to what may 

if be does not, Gallagher is almost dis- 
posed to follow the counsel of his advisers. He 
says he does not fear discharge, as there are plenty 
of other shops in town where he can obtain work, 
but he is afraid of retaliation in some shape or 
other by Ryan and bisfriends. After having heard 
the statements of Gallagher and his wife, the 
reporter started for the Leonard-street station 
to see Capt. Eakins and his accused subordinate. 
The Captain was found in his private room, and 
when asked regarding the assault said: “I have 
nothing to say in the matter. It has passed from 
my jurisdiction and is in the hands of the Police 
Commissioners, to act as they eee fit.”

DECLINING TO HOLD FLOOD. 

When United States Commissioner Osborn 
last Saturday adjourned the examination on an ap- 
Dlication for the extradition of George Flood, the 
young Englishman who is eharged with forgery by 
the British Government, he gaid that he did so 
to enable the British Consul-General to send a 
cablegram to the Foreign Office in Great Brit- 


ein asking for specifications as to the charge 
egainst the prisoner. When the examination was 
called yesterday afternoon Mr. F. F. Marbury, 
counsel for the British Government. produced 
suthorities in an attempt to prove that the pris- 
oner could be held without such specifications as 
those demanded by the Commissioner. Col. Charles 
8. Svencer, counsel for the prisoner, said he had 
“nothing to say.”” The Commissioner had prom- 
ised to release his client “if the necessary epecifi- 
cations were not forthcoming,”’ and it now ap- 
peared “that no effort bad been made to obtain 
the information by cable. They were not willing 
to spend 5 cents or cross a grain of bariley-corn 
tocomply with the request of the Commission- 
er.” Mr. ome ewes a telegram from Mr. 
West, the British Minister in Washington, direct- 
ing the Consul-General 'o make every effort to de- 
tain the prisoner ‘until the arrival of the Scythia, 
which must be due.” Commissioner Osborn said 
that “ notice must be taken of the progress of the 
age. The cable is constantly used in the transac- 
tion of important business, and if the Commis- 
Bioner considers that furthér specifications are 
gecessary in the examination of a British subject 
Qn an application for his extradition, however 
Much that Government might think otherwise, it 
should accede to his request that such information 
should be obtained by cable.’’ As they had not 
thought proper to do so, the Commissioner dis-

INVESTIGATING RECENT FIRES.

HOW GOULD GOT OONTROL. 


MR. KNEELAND’S STORY OF THE ‘‘ BUILDING 
UP’ OF AN ELEVATED ROAD. 

Sylvester F, Kneeland, President of the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Company, was the 
only witness examined yesterday in the trial of the 
suit of that company against the Menhattan Rall- 
way Company and the New-York Elevated Railroad 
Company, before Judge Van Brunt, in the Common 
Pleas, Equity Term. He gavea history of the oir- 
cumstances under which Jay Gould and Russell 
face obtained control of the Metropolitan 
Company. To aualify Mr. Gould to begome 
a Director of the Metropolitan in the Spring of 1881. 
Mr. Kneeland put 100 shares of stock in his name. 
Under the supervision of Mr. Gould he made upa 
list of persons who should also become Directors. 


Mr. Gould put Washington E. Connor’s name into 
this list, but he (the witness) objected to it, where- 
at Russell Sage became angry. saying that if Mr. 
Gould entered the company in order to build it up, 
he should be allowed to have his friends with him. 
Asa reason for having Mr. Gould and his friends 
together in the Board of Directors Mr. Sage said 
that they knew how to handle Cyrus W. Field, 
ust as be knew how, and that their efforts com- 
ined with his would overcome Mr. Field, 

Mr. Kneeland said he bad conversed with Jay 
Gould about the appointment of a Receiver for tie 
Manbattan Company, and the latter had suggested 
Sidney Dillon, ex-Judge Jobn F. Dillon, A. L. Hop- 
kins, and Gen. T. T. Eckert as persons fitted for the 
Reoeivership. Mr. Gould's idea of a fit Receiver 
was ‘'a person who could be lifted out whenever it 
became desirable to get rid of him."” The witness 
opposed the appointment of A. L. Hopkins as oo- 
Receiver with ex-Judge Dillon,because Mr. Hopkins 
was Vice President of the Wabash Road, and de- 
cause, in his opinion, he knew nothing about the 
elevated railroads. In June, 1881, Mr. Kneeland 
said he and his friends proposed to take $1,00,000 
of Manhattan 6 per cent. income bonds if the 
Directors of that company would resign and 
allow a new board to be elected. The 

roposition was declined. President Gallaway say- 
ng that the company would get funds enough. In 
September, 1881, he proposed to take Receivers’ 
certificates to the amount of $1,000,000. Counsel 
for the Receivers told him tkat leave to issue cer- 
tifcates would have to be obtained from the 
court, Judge Westbrook gave permission, but the 
form of the application for it was unsatisfactory 
toMr. Kneeland. He refused to buy any certifi- 
cates, and although the Receivers advertised for 
bids, they got none. The witness described, with 
some humor, the meeting at Delmonico’s, where 
the proposed October agreement, or modified 
lease, was discussed in the intervals between 
courses. He there refused to approve of that 
agreement, spoke of it as a scheme for stock-job- 
bing, and protested against it as adverse to 
the interests of the Metropolitan’s stockholders 
and therefore an absurd thing to be accepted by 
that company. After this Russell Sage, much ex- 
cited, said to him (the witness) that,he (Sage) did 
not know the exact terms of the agreement when 
he approved it, and that, having discovered them, 
he would not “ staltify’’ himself by signing it. The 
manner of Mr. Sage caused the witness to think 
that “the old man” (Sage) had been Jed into a 
trap. Judge Van Brunt ruled out the impression 
made on the witness by “the old man’s” manner. 
Subsequently Mr. Sage told him, Mr. Kneeland 
said. that the plan must be laid before the Metro- 
politan stockholders. Mr. Kneeland declared pos- 
itively that he never approved the October agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Dayton. of the firm of Earle & Dayton, testi- 
fied that In the Summer and Fall of 188! his firm 
carried on no transactions in Manhattan stock for 
Jay Gould, E. Connor, George Gould, or 
Giuseppe Morosini. 
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PLANS OF THE CABLE COMPANY. 


EP SE 
ROUTES WHICH THE NEW RAPID TRANSIT 
COMMISSIONERS WILL DISCUSS. 

The Commissioners appointed by Mayor Ed- 
son on Saturday to lay out a route fora new system 
of rapid transit in this City had not been officially 
notified oftheir appointment yesterday, and con- 
sequently no arrangements for their first meeting 
have yet been made. The road proposed is to be 
constructed by the National Cable Railway Com- 
pany, which owns the patents upon the cable ap- 
pliances by meansof which the San Francisco and 
Chicago lines are run. This company has been trying 
to introduce its patents in this City for some time. 


It first endeavored to induce some of the surface 
railroad companies to adopt the cable system, but 
without success. Then it made a proposition to 
the Trustees of the Brooklyn Bridge. offering to 
furnish the entire plant for a cable railroad on the 
bridge, providing it was paid 2 cents for each pas- 
senger in the cars and the fare across 
was reduced to 3 cents. This offer was 
rejected, and then the company deter- 
mined to build a railroad of ite own, and the 
initiatory steps were taken by securing the ap- 
intment of the present commission by the 
uyor. 

“The Commissioners,” said a gentleman yester- 
day who understands the plans of the cable com- 
pany thoroughly, “will, of course, lay out sucha 
route as seems proper to them, after taking the 
testimony of property owners and all interested 
inthe scheme. The cable company has pledged 
itself to charge passengers no more than 5 cents 
for any distance, however long, on its line, and its 
plan isto build asurface road on Tenth-avenue, 
from Fifty-ninth to One Hundred and Ninetieth- 
street, which would prove of great value to the 
residents of the upper part of the City on the west 
side, and aid very materially in developing that 
part of the island. Of course a line of this 
kind, which would cost at least $100,000 
a mile, would not pay, andthe company will try 
to get some advantages in the lower part of the 
City to balance the joss on the Tenth-avenue road. 
The idea is to build a new elevated road from 
Fifty-ninth-street down the water-front to the 
Battery, if the route can be seeured, and this 
would give a continuons line from One Hundred 
and Ninetieth-street tothe Battery. The scheme 
also proposes a line of elevated road on the east 
side, fellowing the water-front, and possibly a sur- 
face road up Lexinzton-avenue. Whether the com- 
mission can be induced to lay out these routes is 
a question. The only certainty is that additional 
facilities for travel are needed, and that some 
route will undoubtedly be laid out for the cuble 
eompany. The commission will have to examine 
thoreughly into the cable system and determine 
whether it js practicable in this City, as well as 
block out the route. Asa great deal of testimony 
will undoubtedly be taken on the subject, it will 
probably be some time before the work of the 
commission will be completed.”

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THE LAST SEEN OF THE BRITISH. 


GUNS COMMEMORATING THEIR DEPARTURE 
FROM GOVERNOR’S ISLAND. 

The guns of Castle William surprised ship- 
masters and ferry passengers by the discharge of 
a national salute of 21 guns at precisely 11 o’clock 
yesterday forenoon. It wasa signal to those who 
understood the matter that at precisely that hour 
100 years ago the British evacuated the last bit of 
American soil and left the colonies to arrange 
their own form of government without fur- 
therinterference. Although this City was evac- 
vated 100 years ago last week, Governor’s Island 


was still retained by the British as a post until their 
troops were all embarked, On the 3d of December 
1783, Gov. George Clinton sent an officer to Govern 
or’s Island to formally receive the transfer of that 
bit of territory. To him, at 11 o'clock in the morn- 


_ing, Capt. James Duncan, by order of the English 


Rear-Admira!, Robert Digby, formally surrendered 
the keys, and an official inventory of the property 
on the island. The British flag was then hauled 
down, the guard was embarked on small boats, 
and these immediately put off to the fleet lying in 
the channel, Governor's Island at one time had 
been an American military post, and was fortified. 
The formal act of delivery was tantamount to an 
acknowledgment thenceforth of the -ompilete 
jurisdiction of the American authorities in New- 
York Harbor. 

In his historical researches Judge-Advocate Asa 
Bird Gardner has noted that the official inventory 
so formally transferred by the English Captain 
comprised the property thus described: 1, the 
wharf; 2, a well, 12 feet deep, with pumps, &c.; 3, 
Cavtains’ kitchen; 4,a barn for cattle: 5, a hos- 
pital kitchen: 6, hospital well: 7, guard-house; 8. 
convalescents’ hospital; 9, Captains’ barracks; 10 
Lieutenants’ barracks; 11, Lieutenants’ kitchen, 
and 12, small hou-e, The island wore a holiday 
appearance yesterday in commemoration of the 
event, and the ordinary routine labors of the day 
were suspended. The fact that the British re- 
tained Governor's Island several days after the 
evacuation of this City wae generally unknown 
until Judge-Advocate Garduer, who is one of the 
book-worms of the New York Historical Society, 
unearthed ft. His suggestion that the event be 
celebrated with a sa'ute was promptly aeauiessed 
in by order of Gen. Hancock.

4 STAINED GLASS WINDOW PRESENTED TO 
THE NORMAL COLLEGE BY ALUMNA. 

The rays of the sun slanted yesterday 
through a handsome stained glass window in the 
Normal Coliege and fell upon the upturned faces 
of about 300 * sweet girl graduates,” tinging them 
with beautifal, glowing colors. The Alumnez of 
the Normal College yesterday presented this win- 
dow to the Institution in memory of three esteemed 
teachors—Pauline M. Ehecke, Serena A. Goo- 
win, and Eliza M. Phelps—all of whom died within 
twelve days last Spring. The window was placed 
to the east of the second corridor, atthe top of a 
flight of 10 stairs leading tothe hall. The work 


Was executed by Messrs. Cottier & Co., of this 
City, and the central figure represented Palias 
Athene, draped in a classie robe of dark green, 
with the apples of wisdom »bove and below, in 
bright orange and green colors. The window 
Measures 9 feet by 2 feet 6 inches, and at the foot 
of it are inscribed the names of the dead teachers 
and the fact that the gift was made by the Alumnae. 

There was a deep ilsence among the assembled 
graduates as Miss Lucia B. Tunis, the Cbair- 
man of the Memorial Committee, ascend- 
ed the steps leading from the window 
tothe hall and presented her address. She said 
that the three teachers in honor of whose 
memory they were assembled bad helped to es- 
tablish the present excellent stanaard of scholar- 
ship inthe college. The girls of the college re- 
ceived two kinds of education; one which it gave 
them and the other which it taught them! to give 
themselves. Miss Phelps had introduced them to 
the realms of reason and had explained the mys- 
teries of logio, while to Miss Goodwin they were 
indebted for that instruetion which caused them

body, of soul, of art, and of life in general. The 
Pallas Athens would symbolize the warfare ex- 
isting between women and education.

ROSE COGHLAN’S CASF. 

Judge Van Brunt, in the Court of Common 
Pleas, 
ed decision 
against Rose Coghlan, 
the 16th of November. 1881, the plaintiff 
and defendant entered into a contract 
whereby Miss Coghlan agreed to fulfill a starring 
engagement in this country and Canada during the 
theatrical season of 1882-3. The plays to be acted 
were to be determined upon by joint consent of 
the parties. Miss Coghlan was to~ receive 75 per 
cent. of the profits of the enterprise. If the profits 
should not fall below $12,000, then the contract 
was to berenewed forthe season of 18834. A 
forfeit of $2,500 was attached to the contraet. The 
suit was tried before Judge Van Brunt about three 


months ago, in the Common Pleas, Trial Term, and 
was submitted to the Judge on an agreed state 
of facts. It appears that on the 3d of January, 1882, 
Miss Coghlan wrote a letter to Mr. Schwab stating 
her inability to carry out the contract. Mr. Schwab 
was puzzied and consulted his lawyers, Messrs. 
Blumenstiel & Hirsch: they wrote to Miss Coghlan 
that they had been instructed to take such legal 
steps as might be proper in the matter. An ex- 
tended correspondence took place between Mr.

In regard tothe first point the Judge says the 
authorities in this State, at least, appear to be 
against Mr. Schwab's position. He cites numer- 
ous cases to show that if before the time arrives at 
which a party is bound to perform a contract he 
expresses an intention to break it, this of itself 
does not amount to a breach. In regard tothe 
question as to whether the sum mentioned in the 
contract is to be considered as liquidated dam- 
ages, Judge Van Brunt holds that the contract 
itself shows. that it was not intended as liquidated 
damages. He accordingly dismisses the complaint.

ZHE RECENT FIERY SUNSETS. 


DIFFERENT EXPLANATIONS BY ASTRONO. 
MERS OF THE PHENOMENON. 


At a meeting of the American Astronomical 
Society last night at the Packer Institute, Brook- 
lyn, Mr. G. P. Serviss spoke on the recent red light 
in the sky at sunset. He said this phenomenon was 
seen in San Francisco as early as Nov. 20, and sub- 
sequently in Havana and the Valley of the Mis- 
sissippi. By the dates of its appearance in 
different parts it was supposed that the 
phenomenon bud a progressive motion from West 
to East across the continent. In Englanda similar 
light had been seen Noy. 9 and 10, and the de- 


scriptions of it showed that its origin was the same 
as that seen in America. Various theories had 
been put forward in explanation of the phenome- 
non. Some suggested that a bank of olouds might 
have been so placed below the horizon as 
to reflect the rays of the sun downward 
toward the City. Others thought different censi- 
ties in different layers of the atmosphere might act 
as banks of cloud and produce the red effect. 
This lasted at least an hour and a half after sunset, 
and in some cases two hours and a half. 
The same effect was seen before gsun- 
Tise in Utiea, Rochester, and Buffalo. Mr. 
Serviss showed by a calculation that the 
refiecting matter was 61 miles above 
the surface of the earth. Consequently no matter 
could exist at such a height in sufficient quantity 
to produce the effect. He thought that the phe- 
nomenon was due to the fact that the earth was 
passing through clouds of meteoric dust. This 
view was contirmed by the fact that there had 
been an extraordinary number of large and 
brilliant meteors noticed in England and America 
during the last two or three weeks. 

Prof. Brooks also confirmed this, view when he 
described a wonderful flight of telescopic meteors 
he saw. The earth was now passing through a 
portion of space particularly rich in meteorio 
matters. Prot. Oakley attributed the phenom- 
enon to the moisture with which the 
lower strata of the atmosphere have been 
loaded during the last month. Through 
that cloud of moisture the rays of the sun strug- 
gied. The violet rays were absorbed andthe red 
came through. A paperon ‘*Comets” was read 
by Dr. Heury M. Parkhurst and commented on by 
Prof. Oakley. The officers for next year were 
elected: Mr. S. B. White, as President; Mr. Wil- 
liam I. Gregg, Vice-President, and Mr. G. P. Servies 
Secretary and Treasurer.
